Taylor Says Type of Gain’ 


is More 


Important Than Mere ‘Rate of Gain’ 


“Few, if any of us can do anything about 
the biggest problems that face the cattle and 
beef industry. These include such things as 
drought, the philosophy of supports and 
controls, and the very nature of an industry 
which has millions of producing units, all 
run by men who make their own decisions.” 


These were opening words of an address 
delivered by Jay Taylor, prominent rancher 
of Amarillo, Texas, given at the luncheon 
session of the American Society of Animal 
Production recently in Chicago. 


“Actually if we could solve the problem of 
rainfall we might not have to worry about 
everything else”, Mr. Taylor asserted. “But 
the rain makers—both those of witchcraft 
and those who work with silver iodide— 
haven’t been able to do much good, so we'll 
just have to work harder to make cattle 
production, feeding and marketing, more 
efficient all along the line.” 

“Stating that in considering “production 
testing”, “weight-for-age” or any other 
phrase to describe this particular phase of 
breeding, it seems well to understand that 
a rancher often can not accept the pure 
science for several reasons”, the Texas man 
said. “For one thing under his operating 
conditions it just may not be economically 
feasible. For another, in buying bulls with 
certified gains he must depend upon the 
integrity of the seller. And there has been 
a lot of wild enthusiasm about what hap- 
pens on the scales—and what the bull can 
do on the range.” 

Stressing the fact that ranchmen don’t 
want either ponies or elephants in choosing 
bulls, Taylor said that some may want a 
range bull who can range far and wide and 
not need checking from month to month 
while others may want a small thick bull 
who will build an early finishing light steer. 
Most of all, however, they need good thrifty 
rustlers who need little coddling. 


Other pungent points driven home by the

Texas ranchman, were the following: “Rate- 
of-gain is not as important to most folks as 
type-of-gain. We need evaluation methods 
to find out whether the animal is finishing 
out or just growing bigger and bigger.” 

“We need more study of what makes a 
bull fertile or sterile, or what mental or 
physical characteristics make him a lousy 
or a good breeder. It has come as a con- 
siderable shock that about 12 per cent of a 
sizeable sample of range and purebred bulls, 
were money losers.” 


“We are on the threshold of new vistas 
with hormones, the antibiotics and other 
tools of science. But we should not run 
headlong over that threshold if these mira- 
cles do not pay off.” 

“We need to develop more scientific an- 
swers as to how we can better promote the 
demand and use of our product. Our beef 
promotion efforts over the past few years 
has produced amazing results. But we have 
yet to develop a practical, sustaining pro- 
gram for raising funds. We also need to 
know where our efforts will yield maximum 
results.” 

“We must also consider the other items 
besides beef that cows produce—leather, 
tallow, etc. We have lost many markets for 
leather and tallow and we must find new 
markets or new uses, or prices paid to cat- 
tlemen will always reflect the lower total 
value of the carcass and by-products. Beef 
by-products can compete with synthetics but 
only if we develop new techniques in proc- 
essing and merchandising.” 

“It used to be considered excellent if re- 
search findings were available within 20 
years. Recent events have proved that stock- 
men are closing up that time-lag-not over- 
night but gradually. And more and more 
stockmen are advancing ahead of the scien- 
tists in their ranch and feed-lot laboratories.” 


Speaking at the opening session of the 


American Society of Animal Production in 
Chicago, Prof. J. H. Knox, Chairman of the 
Animal Husbandry department of the New 
Mexico A and M College, stated that in or- 
der to provide the kind of beef that the 
public wants, we must find a way to produce 
the desired quality without the wasteful fat 
too often found, His subject was “The In- 
terrelation of Type, Performance and Car- 
cass Characteristics.” His address, concern- 
ed experimental work with the Hereford 
breed. 

Discussing the subject of type in cattle, 
the speaker brought out that data from the 
American Hereford Association has shown 
that there is no evidence that the “com- 
pact” type of steer fattens more quickly 
than the large type. At the Colorado Ex- 
periment Station it wag found that compact 
steers reach the Low Choice grade at a 
slightly younger age and with a little less 
time on feed than the conventional type. 
Other literature, he said, has revealed that

Ten years ago, in 1946, J. Garrett Tolan 
Farms, Pleasant Plains, Illinois had the daily 
double with Eileenmere 500th and Blackcap Tolan 
150th; in 1933 it was Congdon and Battles with 
Barbarian of Rosemere 64th and Barbara of Rose- 
mere 100th; in 1929 it was Harrison and Ryan with 
Eileenmere 15th and Blackcap of Glenrock 3d; in 
1913 it was W. A. McHenry with Erwin C. and Black- 
cap McHenry 88th; in 1909 McHenry scored with 
Glenfoil Thick Set 2d and Pride McHenry 73d; in 
1908 it was Otto V. Battles showing Glenfoil 
Thick Set 2d and Her Majesty 2d; and in 1907 Bat- 
tles scored first with Glenfoil Thick Set 2d and 
Glenfoil Queen 2d.

WHAT ABOUT YOUR 1957 
CATTLE INCOME? 


One of the serious problems confronting 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders today is the ex- 
pense of maintaining their cattle operations. 
Like folks engaged in any highly competi- 
tive industry our breeders are checking 
costs and trying to figure some way to in- 
crease their profits. 

Unlike industry the registered cattleman 
cannot increase his production by running 
his machinery more hours each year. The 
size of each herd depends entirely on the 
facilities available, the production is well 
established, so to increase the profit from 
any breeding herd the owner must produce 
animals that will command a higher sell- 
ing price, or reduce the operational cost of 
the herd, or both. 


Not too long ago the income from regis- 
tered Aberdeen-Angus herds was at an all 
time high. Many breeders could sell their 
surplus breeding cattle with little effort 
and a mimimum of promotional expense. 
Today, some breeders seem to feel that they 
cannot afford any promotional expense— 


the fact is that an advertising program is 
of greatest importance to every herd that 
desires to attract more buyers, or hopes to 
increase the demand for the surplus cattle 
produced. 


We have customers who have regular ad- 
vertising programs and hold annual sales. 
In checking, they find a major item is their 
advertising programs and sale catalogs. 
They could make a savings by reducing the 
amount invested in these major items—but 
these are the very items that are most im- 
portant to the success of their sales—as well 
as an investment in future promotion for 
those herds. 


We could do a much larger volume of sale 
catalog work and sell a lot more adver- 
tising if we could lower our prices. At least 
a few customers have told us this—but they 
lost sight of the fact that our own produc- 
tion costs also have increased during the 
past few years. They also lost sight of the 
fact that despite these increases we have 
been able to offer our customers more for 
their money than at any time in the history 
of the breed, and with no increase in the 
basic rates for either advertising or cata- 
logs. 


During the past six years we have stead- 
ily increased the circulation of our maga- 
zines so that today your advertising reaches 
more prospective customers than ever be- 
fore. Our contract advertisers prepaid dis- 
count was increased from 7%% to 10%. 
Our Canadian subscription rate was dropped 
from $3.00 a year to $2.00 per year. Our 
catalog customers were offered a 2% dis- 
count on catalog bills paid sale day. Per- 
haps these items were not great savings to 
each individual customer, but it was shav- 
ing our margin of profit for the year’s busi- 
ness, and saved the Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers, as a whole, a sizeable chunk of cash. 


During the same period our regular field 
force grew from 4 to 9 full time representa- 
tives, and in the plant we grew from 50 to 


more than 80 full time employees. Our 
plant was expanded, new equipment in- 


stalled, and all to better serve tne breeders 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 


Despite the increased costs of material 
and production, plus the increased circula- 
tion of the magazine, we were able to con- 
tinue to offer you advertising space at no 
increase in rates. To do this at a time when 
other items you buy increased in cost was 
quite an accomplishment. 


The Aberdeen-Angus Journal is the only 
“Official Publication” serving Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders. There has been no attempt 
to sacrifice the quality of the publication 
and if you are interested in placing your 
advertising message into the hands of bona- 
fide buyers and breeders of Aberdeen- 
Angus, and if you want to do this at the 
least cost-per-reader you can’t beat the 
Journal. The Journal is a “Nationally Dis- 
tributed” magazine, and if you want to 
stretch your advertising dollars to 
cover all the country you can accomplish 
this only by using the Journal.

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ness in Texas. If you don’t believe me just 
take a trip to Calgary or Edmonton and see 
for yourself, for Western Canada is really 
“Booming” in the oil business. 

I visited Calgary, not to investigate the 
oil industry, but to attend the Annual Meet- 
ing of the Alberta Aberdeen-Angus Asso- 
ciation held at the Exposition Building on 
December 11, 1956. The severe snow storm 
and high winds prevented many members 
making the trip to the meeting, yet thirty 
members were on hand for the meeting 
which started promptly at 9:00 A. M. 

The meeting was presided over by Wil- 
fred McGillivray and the topic was how best 
to work together for the promotion of the 
breed in the months to come, selection of the 
folks who would inspect the bulls to be en- 
tered in the Calgary Bull Sale in March, the 
selection of judges for the various shows in 
the province. 

There are now 321 members of the Ca- 
nadian Aberdeen-Angus Association in Al- 
berta and it is a very active group of breed- 
ers. They have carried on a promotional pro- 
gram resulting in a good many bulls being 
furnished to commercial breeders for cross- 
breeding programs. 

The members present voted unanimously 
for a Western Canadian Newsletter to ap- 
pear each month in the Western Edition of 
the Journal. Mrs. B. W. Banks, 318 Alberta 
Corner, Calgary, was named as editor of the 
newsletter and the secretaries of the asso- 
ciations in British Columbia, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba were notified and requested 
to name news correspondents to handle the 
news from the other groups. Those present 
endorsed a blanket order for 500 one year 
subscriptions of the magazine to go to their 
entire membership, plus commercial breed- 
ers, club leaders, etc., in Alberta. 


At Two O’Clock of the same day the Al- 
berta Cattle Breeders’ Association held their 
Annual Meeting. This meeting was presided 
over by Donald G. Matthews, prominent Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeder of Alberta. Many 
breeders stateside met Don at the Interna- 
tional this year, and we were happy that he 
took time to stop by the Journal office on 
his return trip home. 


The Alberta Cattle Breeders’ Association 
is made up of members of all three beef 
breeds, and major function is to handle the 
Calgary Bull Show and Sale each spring. 
This is one of, if not the largest, bull sales 
in North America each year as they plan to 
sell eight hundred and fifty bulls at Calgary 
each March. During this year 1955-1956 the 
total value of sales was $426,150.23 a com- 
parison of averages for the past two sales 
is as follows: 1955—577 Herefords aver- 
aged $611.38; 84 Aberdeen-Angus averaged 
$524.76; 124 Shorthorns averaged $622.46 
and for 1956 it was 599 Herefords averaged 
$478.11; 106 Aberdeen-Angus averaged 
$509.66 and 136 Shorthorns averaged $498.33 
thus the comparison figures showed 785 
head in 1955 averaging $603.85 and in 1956 
a total of 841 head averaging $485.45. 
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The Alberta Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association can look forward to even great- 
er accomplishments in future years. The 
demand for Aberdeen-Angus bulls is in- 
creasing in this area, there is a population 
upswing in the province due to the rapidly 
expanding activity in the oil industry, and 
we know that the combination of oi] and 
cattle has resulted in many new Aberdeen- 
Angus herds in other areas, notably in the 
great southwest cattle areas of the States. 


I was very happy to be able to visit with 
our many friends in Alberta and all of our 
readers, in every state and province, are 
cordially invited to attend the coming shows 
and sales held by our northern neighbors.

Quality In Breeding Show 


Both Grand Championships to Mrs. E. H. Heckett 


Angus history may well record the breeding cattle show at the 
1956 International as the “Battle of the Giants.” Never before have 
so many great cattle paraded the Chicago tanbark. Never before 
have so many good ones run so deep into the money—and even 
beyond it. The 1956 International was truly a fitting climax of a 
great year for our great breed of cattle. 

The 274 head*shown—113 bulls and 161 females—made it a 
show of size as well as superb quality. The competition represented 
herds from Connecticut to California, from Canada to Florida. 
There were more than 100 exhibitors representing 23 states and 
Canada. 

Climaxing the outstanding 1956 International was the double 
grand championship won by Mrs. E, H. Heckett of Heckmeres High- 
lands, Valencia, Pennsylvania. Grand champion bull was her first 
prize two-year old, Dor-Mac’s Bardoliermere 10th. Purchased as a 
calf from J. C. McLean, Quincy, Illinois, he is by the McLean senior 
sire, O. Bardoliermere 2d. The grand champion female exhibited 
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by the Heckett herd is the first prize senior yearling, Bordulac 
Burgess 2d Bee Mac. She is by Bardoliermere 2d of Bee Mac, bred 
by C. D. MePeek of Ostrander, Ohio. 

It was the ninth time since the start of the International that 
an exhibitor has won a double championship. And it was the first 
time that a woman exhibitor has achieved the honor. The other 
“double” years were 1905, 1907, 1908, 1909, 1913, 1929, 1939 and 1936. 

Reserve senior and reserve grand champion bull was bred and 
exhibited by J. Garrett Tolan Farms, Pleasant Plains, Illinois. He 
was T T Eileenmere 500th, the first prize senior yearling, and a 
son of the 1946 International grand champion, Eileenmere 500th. 

Junior champion bull was Dor-Mac’s Bardoliermere 60th, owned 
jointly by Mole’s Hill Farm, Sharon, Connecticut, and J. C. McLean, 
Quincy, Illinois. This bull, like the grand ‘champion, was by O. 
Bardoliermere 2d and was bred in the Illinois herd. The junior 
champion was the first prize late summer yearling. Reserve junior 
championship went-to Ankonian O B 30th, owned by Ankony Farm, 
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At the left is the 1956 International Senior and 
Grand Champion bull, Dor-Mac’s Bardoliermere 10th 
with Manager Don Schmidt of Heckmeres Highlands, 
Valencia, Pennsylvania, giving him his championship 
presentation to Judge Herman Purdy.

Rhinebeck, New York, and Brays Island Plantation, Yemassee, 
South Carolina. He was the first prize junior yearling and by O. 
Bardoliermere, the 1955 International grand champion bull. 

To the veteran El-Jon herd of Rose Hill, lowa, went the jun- 
ior championship and reserve grand championship of the female 
show. The winner for Elliott Brown was Cloverly Blackcap Jennie, 
first in the early summer yearling class. She is by Elban Bardolier 
3d, the 1951 International grand champion bull. 

Reserve senior champion was the winning two year old heifer, 
Erica of Lakewood 20th shown by Lakewood Farms, Mukwonago, 
Wisconsin. She is by Prince Blackbird G. F. To a newer breeder, 
Marion Harper, Jr. of Sugar Loaf Farm, Staunton, Virginia, went 
the reserve junior championship on Miss Blackcap CLC, the second 
prize early summer yearling. 

In the bull show two firsts each were scored by the Heckett 
herd, J. Garrett Tolan Farms and Mole’s Hill. Ankony scored one 
first. In the female show Lakewood Farms and C. V. Whitney 
Farms scored double wins while single firsts went to Mrs. Heckett, 
El-Jon and Ankony. 

To a younger judge, Herman Purdy of Pennsylvania State Uni- 
versity, went the herculean task of sorting the best from the excel- 
lent. He was ably assisted by another younger man, Earl Dugger 
of Angus Valley Farms of Oklahoma. They made a great team, 
working the classes with dispatch and thoroughness. And breed 
history may also record the judging job done as one of the most 
competent ever seen at the International. Extremes in type were 
avoided; soundness and breed character were paramount. Special 
attention was paid to under-pinning with animals penalized if they 
could not move well even though they might have had an edge on 
condition or depth of body. One could not help but be impressed, 
as the judging progressed, with the fine gradation from the tops 
on down through the classes. The result was an object lesson in 
modern Angus type and balance. 


It goes without saying that in 14 classes there can be only 14 
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blue ribbon winners. It is also obvious that there must be disap 
pointments for those placing below. But to the ringside, and to the 
men at the halters, it was apparent that the placings were the 
weighed deliberations of men who knew what they wanted and were 
doing it on the basis of how the cattle looked and were presented 
at that particular moment. Nothing more can be asked of a judge. 


Twenty-one great two-year old bulls opened the Angus show 
Monday, November 26. It was the largest bull class of the show 
and was loaded with winners from the state fair circuits. In power 
and depth of quality it was a good sample of the competition ahead. 
Heading the class was the bull that went on to the senior and grand 
championship—Dor-Mac’s Bardoliermere 10th. He is a powerful, 
masculine bull—deep, thick and very well balanced. Outstanding 
since his calfhood days he has done a lot of winning in the last 
two years. In his first showing in 1954 (at the time he was pur- 
chased by Mrs. Heckett) he was junior and reserve grand champion 
at Illinois competing with Mr. Eileenmere for the top honors. An- 
kony Farm and Holmby Farm of Virginia stood second to the cham- 
pion in class with Ankonian 3579th, a strong-fronted, rugged son 
of the International champion Eileenmere 1032d. Keefauver Broth 
ers of Tennessee stood third with their popular son of Eileenmere 
999-35th while Mahrapo Farm of New Jersey took fourth with a 
top son of Eileenmere 1201st. 


The 18 senior yearling bulls presented another great show of 
Angus power. Heading this class, and going on to the reserve sen- 
ior and reserve grand championship, was the J. Garrett Tolan 
Farms’ entry, T T Eileenmere 500th. A bull with great balance and 
a lot of style and flash he is a compact, great bodied fellow stand- 
ing on rugged bone. He was one of the popular bulls with ring- 
side followers and one to watch in the year ahead. The Tolans hav 
bred some great bulls but none with more promise than this out- 
standing son of the champion Eileenmere 500th. Contender for top 
honors was Black Premier of Den-Mor, a son of Prince Peer AV, 
from DenMor Farms in Ohio. Third money went to the “Rosebud 
Bull”—Eileenmere 1425th by Eileenmere 1100th, shown by J. Gar-

rett Tolan Farms. Ankony and Swan Point Farm of Maryland 
placed fourth with Ankonian 3575th, reserve junior champion at 
the 1955 International. 


The junior yearling class was headed by Ankony Farm and 
Brays Island Plantation with Ankonian O B 30th, a son of the 
champion O. Bardoliermere. This flashy youngster went on to re- 
serve junior championship honors. His competition was from Kin- 
lochian 9851st, by Black Knight 98th of Angus Valley, shown by 
Kinloch Farm and Dundee Farm of Virginia. Ankony Farm and 
Myron Fuerst of New York stood third with son of the Interna- 
tional champion O. Bardoliermere while fourth money went to 
Ankony and Double Diamond Ranch of Nevada with still another 
son of the 1953 champion. 


In the early summer yearling bulls an acceptable top was found 
in Eileenmere 1489th, by Eileenmere 1100th, shown by J. Garrett 
Tolan Farms. Another O. Bardoliermere son was second, Ankonian 
O B 59th, for Ankony Farm, while the Tolans had another son of 
the “1100th” in third. Meadowlane Farm of New York had a son 
of the champion Ankonian 3216th in fourth place. 


The late summer yearling class provided the junior champion 
ef the show—Dor-Mac’s Bardoliermere 60th for Mole’s Hill Farm 
of Connecticut and J. C. McLean of Illinois. Offering competition 
in class was McCormick Farms of Illinois with a sharp young son 
of Bardoliermere 2d. Dale West of Oregon and Ankony Farm stood 
third and fourth with calves by Criterion Bardolier 24th and Home- 
place Eileenmere 999-35th. 
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Mole’s Hill Eileenmere 20th, by Homeplace Eileenmere 999-35th, 
headed the early senior bull calf division for Mole’s Hill Farm of 
Connecticut. Another son of the same sire was runner-up for An- 
kony Farm, while another Ankony bull, this one by Ankonian 
3515th, was third. E. P. Taylor of Canada was fourth with a 
youngster by Tolan’s Bandolier. 


The grand champion bull of the show, Dor-Mac’s Bardoliermere 
10th, was the sire of the winning late senior bull calf, Heckettier 
6th, for Mrs. E. H. Heckett. Ankony was second with a youngster 
by Homeplace Eileenmere 492d and J. C. McLean of Illinois was 
third with a good young son of O. Bardoliermere 2d. Fourth was 
won by Kelton Farm of Virginia with a son of Highlands 
Bandolier 87th. 


Even larger classes, and fresh thrills, were provided in the fe- 
male shew. L. L. O’Bryan of Lakewood Farm ef Wisconsin drew 
the first blue ribbon with the great, broody two-year old, Erica of 
Lakewood 20th. Mainbrace Farm of Maryland stood second with 
Beauty of Mainbrace 4th, a winner in eastern shows. Mrs. E. H. 
Heckett was third with a daughter of O. Bardoliermere 2d, Dor- 
Mac’s Blackcap Empress 32d, while C. V. Whitney Farms placed 
their Blackberry daughter of Homeplace Eileenmere 210th in fourth 
money. 


The senior yearling class of 27 provided the eventual grand 
champion female of the show—Bordulac Burgess 2d Bee Mac, by 
Bardoliermere 2d of Bee Mac. Mrs. Heckett also had the runner- 
up in class, Dor-Mac’s Birdie 8th, a daughter of O. Bardoliermere 
2d. Kinloch of Virginia with a daughter of Black Knight 98th of 
Angus Valley and Ralph L. Smith of Missouri with a good one by 
Black Peer 79th of Angus Valley, stood third and fourth in this 
outstanding class. 


Twenty-nine junior yearlings were the next attraction with the 
winner C. V. Whitney Farms on Whitney Blackcap 33d, a great

daughter of Ankonian 3263d. The same herd also had the second 
place heifer, an O. Bardoliermere daughter, Whitney Miss Burgess 
55th, and the third place winner, also a daughter of O. Bardolier- 
mere. There have been few instances of one herd dominating so 
strong an International class. Ankony was fourth with another 
daughter of O. Bardoliermere. 


The 30 early summer yearling heifers provided the junior cham- 
pion and reserve grand champion of the show in the winner, Clover- 
ly Blackcap Jennie, shown by El-Jon Farm of Iowa. She is a 
daughter of the International champion Elban Bardolier 3d and 
one of the thick, stylish heifers of the breed. The reserve junior 
champion also came from this class—Miss Blackcap CLC shown by 
Marion Harper, Jr. of Sugar Loaf Farm of Virginia. She was a 
Timonium winner. L, L. O’Bryan of Wisconsin had the third place 
heifer in this very strong class, a daughter of Prince of Hockhock- 
son with an Eileenmere 1100th daughter next in line for J. Garrett 
Tolan Farms. 


C. V. Whitney Farms with a daughter of Homeplace Eileenmere 
210th, Whitney Edella 19th, at the head of the late summer year- 
ling class. White Gates Farm of New Jersey was in second place 
with a Bessie daughter of O. Bardoliermere 53d and Ralph L. 
Smith Farms next with an Eline by Black Peer 79th of Angus 
Valley. 


Lakewood Farm of Wisconsin scored its second blue ribbon of 


the female show in the early senior heifer calf class with Witch of 
Lakewood 5th, by Eric of Lakewood. Amandale Farm of Virginia 
was the runner-up with Amandale Eline 9th by Ankonian 3287th 
and Duncraggan Ranch of California third with an Enchantress 
daughter of Duncraggan Eileenmere 32d. 


The late senior heifer calf division brought out 29 “dolls” with 
the winner Ankony Barbara 44th, a daughter of the champion O. 
Bardoliermere. Hockhockson Farm of New Jersey offered the 
competition with an Erianna daughter of Prince of Hockhockson. 
Third money also went to New Jersey—to White Gates Farm—on 
a promising daughter of O. Bardoliermere 53d. 


Fifteen groups came out for the get of sire class, won by An- 
kony on cattle by the International champion O. Bardoliermere. 
The Tolan entry was second, the get of Eileenmere 1100th; Kinloch 
stood third with calves by Black Knight 98th of Angus Valley and 
Meadow Lane of New York fourth with the get of the champion 
Ankonian 3216th. 


In the junior get of sire, with 13 contestants, J. Garrett Tolan 
Farms took first with calves by Eileenmere 1100th; Ankony was 
runner-up with their group by O. Bardoliermere and Meadow Lane 
third with the get of Ankonian 3216th. 

The Best 10 Head award was a closely contested battle between 
5 superb groups. It would be hard to find 10 more uniform cattle 
than the winning group from C. V. Whitney Farms.

Mommsen Car Lot Again Takes Top Honor 


With 4 out of the 5 steer interbreed cham- 
pionships Black our Doddies again made a 
powerful showing at the Internaticnal. An- 
gus interbreed “grands” were scored on car 
lots, 4-H steer, carcass contest, and best 
group of 3. 

It was the 42d time in 51 shows that An- 
gus have won the coveted car lot grand 
championship. And for the third straight 
year it was the entry of John F. Mommsen 
& Sons, Miles, Iowa, that turned the trick. 
It also marked the seventh time since 1932 
that the Mommsen feedlots have provided 
the champions. This year’s champions were 
high prime lightweights and again they 
were steers bred by the Willow Grove Land 
& Cattle Company, Wood Lake, Nebraska, 
and by bulls bred by Gauger Brothers, Clear 
Lake, South Dakota. 

It was 18-year old Janice Hullinger of 
Manly, Iowa, who topped the junior steer 
competition with her 1,050 pound entry, 
“Dale.” It was two years ago that Janice 
won the same honor with an Angus steer 
and later went on to the championship of 
the open show. Janice is the second individ- 
ual in International history to score a double 
win in the junior show. Her champion this 
year was bred by Lawrence Schlipf of El 
Paso, Illinois, and was purchased in a Cen- 
tral Illinois Angus Association club calf sale. 
He previously had won a first at the Iowa 
State Fair and was second in class at the 
American Royal. 

Janice’s victory in the Junior Feeding 
Contest makes the box score read: Aber- 
deen-Angus grand championships 26; Here- 
ford, 8; Shorthorn, 5. 

Grand champion carcass steer was bred, 
fed and exhibited by Maurice Stenzel of 
Osco, Illinois. The Stenzel victory marked 
the 49th time in 51 years that a steer wear- 
ing a Black hide has taken the champion- 
ship. In one of the other two years an An- 
gus crossbred produced the champion car- 
cass. And the 1956 victory was the 22d con- 
secutive year that the honor has gone to 
Angus. 

The Stenzel winner weighed 900 pounds 
on the hoof and produced a 611 pound car- 
cass for a dressing percentage of 67.9. The 
carcass sold at auction for a new Interna- 
tional high of $8.25 a pound to Pfaelzer

Grand champion group of 3 steers were 
Angus fed and exhibited by Pennsylvania 
State University, University Park, Pennsyl- 
vania. Angus have won this contest 32 
times; twice it has gone to groups which 
contained an Angus steer or an Angus cross- 
bred; Shorthorns have won 8 times, Here- 
fords 7 times. 

In the open steer show—the only spot 
where the Blacks had to be satisfied with a 
runner-up position—the reserve grand cham- 
pionship went to Pennsylvania State Uni- 
versity on the entry which two weeks earlier 
had been grand champion at the Eastern 
National. This steer was bred by Ankony 
Farm of Rhinebeck, New York, and was 
sired by Eileenmere 1032d, the 1949 Inter- 
national grand champion bull.

Kenneth Eitel is 
no newcomer to steer show ranks, Both as a 
4-H feeder and later in open show competi- 
tion he has been a contender to reckon with 
both at the International and, at the Amer- 
ican Royal for many years. The Eitel steer 
was a twin, the product of the home herd, 
and was sired by Eileenmere R 484, Its twin 
was third in class at the 1956 American 
Royal where Kenneth won the inter-breed 
grand championship with another home- 
raised Doddie. The Ejitel calf at Chicago 
wound up as champion summer yearling 
over all breeds and reserve champion An- 
gus. The other first place winner in the 
open show was shown by Jim Yerkey, Aledo, 
Illinois. 


The 149 Angus steers in the Junior Show 
made up one of the great exhibits ever seen 
at the International. Jim Yerkey, Aledo, IIli- 
nois, won first in the senior calf class, a 


victory he was to repeat in the open show. 
The Janice Hullinger calf was first prize 
summer yearling; Max Woebbeking, Wood- 
burn, Indiana, topped the junior yearling 
class. 

In the car lot show the firm of John F. 
Mommsen & Sons entered 5 loads. Two of 
these loads placed first—the lightweights 
that went on to the grand championship and 
the heavyweight load. The first prize medi- 
umweight Angus load was shown by George 
A. Pitts, Bloomington, Illinois. Schmidt 
Brothers of Delmar, lowa, exhibitors of the 
grand champion loads in 1937, 1939, 1940, 
1941, 1946 and 1948 had the second place 
lightweight load. 


Dean A. D. Weber of Kansas State Col- 
lege, who again judged the single steers, 
performed his usual masterful job. No steer 
in the ring in either the Junior Show or the 
Open Show wag overlooked either visually, 
or through handling. It is a fortunate thing

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I AT CATTLE prices fell for the second 
month in a row when the November aver- 
age price level dropped back to its lowest 
point in four months. This severe price-cut 
has caused much concern to the livestock 
producer as the outlook for the near fu- 
ture has somewhat dimmed. 


This price setback came on top of reports 
of record slaughter for October, with all in- 
dications of November continuing at high 
levels. The late fall period of huge meat 
production will contribute in pushing the 
yearly total to within easy reach of a new 
record for the year. This on top of record 
hog and sheep slaughter are more than mak- 
ing themselves felt on the livestock market. 
Although pork production may show some 
kind of a reduction the early part of next 
year, beef output is expected to remain high. 


During the first ten months of this year 
inspected packers slaughtered 16,692,793 
cattle, 6,474,217 calves, 52,491,128 hogs and 
12,026,911 sheep and lambs. This compares 
with the 15,776,538 cattle, 6,166,402 calves, 
47,188,892 hogs and 12,067,055 sheep and 
lambs a year ago. 


The high beef outlook for 1957 is attrib- 
uted to the record number of stockers and 
feeders purchased during the last four 
months from July to October. Cattle finish- 
ers of the nine Cornbelt states purchased 
2,621,588 stocker and feeder cattle and 
calves. This is the greatest buy of replace- 
ments in the history of the livestock in- 
dustry. It compares with 704,231 head more 
than producers bought in the same four 
months of 1955, a gain of thirty-six per 
cent. It also broke a previous record by 
388,624 head for these same months back 
in 1952. This heavy buying was attributed 
mainly to a bumper corn crop and a more 
than normal movement of cattle and calves 
from the West and Southwest that were hit 
by the drought. 


Fresh arrivals of steers and yearlings on 
the Chicago market during the month of 
November totaled around the 193,000 mark 
and virtually most of the offerings came 
from the Corn Belt since arrivals by rail 
during this period from the West generally 
were held to a minimum. 


Daily receipts from one day to the next 
proved very erratic. Heavy volume at the 
outset of the week caused a drag on the 
trade for the remaining sessions. For ex- 
ample, on one Monday offerings were better 
than 28,000 head and then on Tuesday the 
supply dropped off to below 5,000. The fol- 
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lowing day would have everyone second- 
guessing on expected arrivals. 

Continued pressure by killers saw the 
average price of all steers drop $2.25 under 
October to $24.00. This was the sharpest 
break from one month to the next in better 
than two years. The $24.00 average price 
was the lowest price stage for steers since 
last July when the average for that period 
was $22.10. Despite the sharp drop, rates of 
fat steers were still well above the same 
period a year ago. The average rate during 
November of last year was $20.95 or $3.05 
lower. 

The top price for prime steers dropped 
down to. $31.00 as compared with the early 
October high of $34.00. Prime steers a year 
ago realized $26.25. The bulk of the high 
choice to prime steers sold from $25.00 to 
$30.00. However, few prime steers were 
selling above the $29.00 near the close. 
Longfed heavyweight steers averaging 1250 
lbs. and grading prime arrived in small 
numbers. 

Several loads of Angus steers weighing 
in excess of 1100 lbs. were good enough to 
bring the month’s premium, $31.90 on the 
open market. Approximately sixteen loads 
of steers which were weeded and culled from 
show entries in the carlot competition at the 
International sold within a price range of 
$27.00 to $31.00 and ranging in weight from 
1050 to 1250 Ibs. Three loads of Angus sold 
at the $31.00 mark. 


There was a noticeable increase in the 
number of new-crop shortfed steers. A good 
deal of the price-cutting during this partic- 
ular month was inflicted on these kind, 


grading good to low choice. Prices for this 
class ranged down from $24.00. Numerous 
loads of new-crop steers averaging from 
1150 to 1250 lbs. and grading average good 
cleared from $19.50 to $21.50. Kinds grad- 
ing high good to low choice moved above the 
$21.50 mark. Many shippers were asked why 
they were moving steers that could stand 
several more weeks of finishing. A good 
deal of them came up with the same answer 

. lack of water. They remarked that it 
would be impossible for the steers to show 
a profit at present levels if they had to haul 
water through the winter months. 

A great majority of the finishers stepped 
in and bought replacements on the strength 
of their bumper corn crop, but ample rain- 
fall has been absent since late last summer 
and the situation remains the same up to 
the present time. Many outside of the live- 
stock industry seem unaware of the serious- 
ness of the situation. It is without a doubt 
the foremost thought in the minds of every 
farmer and rancher today. 

The huge corn crop came through this 
year only because the rains, although not 
very heavy, came at the right time and 
stopped at the right time. However, the 
water table has remained very low without 
getting any kinds of relief this far this year. 


As a result of this dryness, finishers have 
been moving their stock to market at lighter 
weights. This shorter feeding program 
seems to be the pattern right now for most 
in the Cornbelt. This will undoubtedly les- 
sen the tonnage of beef for next year and 
hold some promise for longfed steers.

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You can base your planning for the New 
Year on almost certain assuranée that 
Washington will do little that has a direct 
impact on the cattle business. Mr, Benson, 
since the election, has repeated that he is 
against government price-support for live 
cattle and other livestock. 

The Secretary added that there has been 
no pressure on him to provide such support. 
Pressures could come by way of the new 


Congress, but action is highly unlikely. 


President Eisenhower probably would veto 
a support program for livestock as he will 
any bill restoring rigid price props under 
basic crops. The Democrats control Con- 
gress, but their margin on Capitol Hill is 
no greater than in the recent past. 


Ike is in a better position to make his 
veto stick than during the last session of 
Congress, due to his overwhelming personal 
victory at the polls. In 1956, the Congress 
failed to over-ride the President’s veto of 
a farm bill restoring 90% supports for 
wheat, corn, rice, cotton, and peanuts.

The Administration has repeated its in- 
tention to buy livestock products to help 
maintain markets whenever it is “warranted 
by unduly low prices.” Meantime, the ham- 
burger purchase program has been ended, 
and won’t be revived during the current 
marketing year. 

Total spent by USDA on hamburger was 
about $24-1/2 million. 


The department also has stopped lard pur- 
chases which cost $3-3/4 million and turkey 
buying ($10-1/2 million). Officials were 
still bidding to buy canned pork products as 
we went to press, but the final total of pur- 
chases promised to be relatively small. 
Amount spent during about the first month 
of the pork program was in the neighbor- 
hood of $3 million. 


There has been some talk of government 
purchases of broilers to improve poultry 
prices, but you can discount the possibility. 
Mr. Benson’s aides tell us it would take too 
many birds (and too much money) to bring 
any favorable response in broiler markets. 
There has been some demand for purchases 
from broiler men, but many in the industry 
remain cool toward any government buying 
program. 


Broilers have never been purchased, and 
the broiler industry historically has opposed 
direct government assistance.

Watch for pressure to mount in the cam- 
paign for “checkoff” of cattle receipts to 
promote beef sales. Passage of legislation 
to ease the way for deductions from pro- 
ducer returns is a strong possibility in the 
New Year. Such a bill was offered late in 
the last session by Sen. Karl Mundt of South 
Dakota and others. Introduced too late for 
thorough hearings, it did not pass, but a 
similar bill almost certainly will be tossed 
in the hopper again early this year. 


The American National Cattlemen’s As- 
sociation has announced affiliation with that 
organization of the Missouri Livestock As- 
sociation. Said President Don C. Collins of 
American, “The industry will be benefited 
by this association with the Missouri organ- 
ization, which includes cow-calf operators 
and feeders among its many members.” 


Cheap government wheat for feed is a 
future possibility, but only that. Don’t count 
on it. Secretary Benson is strong for the 
idea of selling CCC wheat at reduced prices 
for feeding, and he has some important 
backing from farm organizations, but pre- 
sent law won’t permit him to act. Legisla- 
tion was requested in 1956 by the Secretary 
to allow sale of wheat at cut-rate prices, but 
Congress refused to pass it. Whether the 
law makers will change their minds this 
year is an open question. Only one thing is 
certain: Benson will ask them to. 


About this time every year economists at 
the USDA get out their crystal balls and 
take a long look into the year ahead. For 
cattlemen, in the next several months, they 
see steady going . . . nothing spectacularly 
good or bad. 

Biggest difference from the past months 
“could be lighter slaughter weights,” the 
livestock forecasters think. This would mean 
reduced beef tonnage and fewer discounts 
for overweight and overfinish. There are 
expected to be fewer heavy steers overload- 
ing markets. 

“Prices of fed cattle this winter probably 
will be seasonally lower than their early fall 
high,” the economists believe. Yet prices are 
expected “to remain above their levels of 
the first half of 1956, returning higher 
profits to feeders than a year before ,..a 


1957 summer price rise equal to that of 
1956 is not expected.” 


As to the feed picture, USDA’s prognos- 
ticators say we are “once more . . . looking 
for a further increase in carryover.” The 
recent uptrend in supplies has brought the 
1956-57 supply of feed concentrates “to a 
new high.” 


Taking a look at the general farm pic- 
ture, USDA economists have concluded that 
net farm income in 1957 may “rise about 5 
per cent.” A further slight increase is an- 
ticipated in the overall level of farm prices, 
but there also will be a “further rise” in 
production and marketing costs. 


The cost-price squeeze, in other words, 
will continue. 


Soil bank payments and strong demand 
will account for much of the expected in- 
crease in net farm income, Should big war 
come, the economists warn, all bets are off. 


It looked at press time as though the 
railroads would get at least part of the 
substantial rate hikes requested of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, The roads 
have been asking for a quick “emergency” 
increase of 7% to meet rising costs. Earlier, 
the Eastern and Western lines put in for a 
15% boost in rates. 


Farm groups and the USDA have pro- 
tested the roads’ plea for rate hikes. Argu- 
ment is that the farmer would wind up on 
the short end, by paying more for what he 
buys and getting less for what he sells. 


The Suez crisis may have serious long- 
term disadvantages for farmers, even 
though it promises short-term boom in U. S. 
exports of farm products. Extra-large Euro- 
pean purchases may be largely scare buy- 
ing to build up inventory. 


Over-stocking abroad might conceivably 
bring on the same kind of pattern as the 
Korean war: A boom followed by near-bust. 


The trouble in the Middle East cannot 
mean anything but future difficulties for 
this country and others in the long run. 
Effect of closing the Suez even for a short 
time has been to make trade more costly for 
all concerned. Europe already has reduced 
or eliminated some less essential imports.

VI. Magnesium and Some Other Neglected Fertility 
Elements. 

Fighting soil acidity with the carbonate of calcium has delayed 
by many years the appreciation of both magnesium and calcium as 
nutrition for plants. Magnesium is next to calcium in the order of 
the larger amounts of ash elements required in the soil’s fertility 
store. While potassium makes up the largest amounts in the ash 
of plants, 2.14 percent, magnesium makes up but 0.31 percent, and 
calcium, as a mean, composes 0.88 percent. In animal bodies, cal- 
cium represents 1.50, potassium 0.35, and magnesium only 0.05 per 
cent. (Table 1-VI). However, in order to grow the more nutritious 
plants, the calcium must represent 75-85, magnesium 10, and potas- 
sium but 3-5 percent of the saturation capacity of the soil’s col- 
loidal complex. This illustrates the higher degrees of saturation of 
the soil’s capacity by calcium and by magnesium than by any 
other element; even than by potassium of which more, in total, 
moves from the soil into the plant than of any other element. By 
fighting soil acidity with the carbonate of calcium, we have un- 
wittingly built up the soil’s saturation by calcium but have neglect- 
ed the soil’s needs for magnesium. This neglect of magnesium un- 


der the widened ratio of calcium to magnesium in the soil is the 
more serious because while this widening of it does not lower the 
crop yields so noticeably, the concentration of magnesium in the 


forage grown depends to a large extent on this ratio, with less 
magnesium in the plants as the ratio of them in the soil is wider.

Some few earlier students of soils suggested that dolomitic lime- 
stone, i. e. the double carbonate of calcium and magnesium, should 
be used on “acid” soils since it is more effective in respect to acidity 
by nine percent than is the pure calcium stone. But the greater 
hardness in grinding and the slower rate of reaction of dolomite in 
the soil kept it in bad repute economically as the limestone for 
soils. Calcium limestone remained the favorite. This discrimination 
aggravated the neglect of magnesium, increased the depletion of 
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the soil’s supplies ef it, and magnified the imbalance, or the very 
wide ratio of calcium to magnesium. This was a still more serious 
neglect of this latter essential fertility element, which is so closely 
similar chemically to calcium that these two precipitated in con- 
junction as the double carbonate or the dolomite in the prehistoric 
sea. (Figure 1-V1) 


Magnesium Is In The “Catalyst” Class. 

The excessive applications of calcium in limestone as soil treat- 
ments under the belief that “If a little is good, more will be better”, 
and the encouragement ‘by the low costs of this soil treatment, 
brought on the imbalances of calcium not only in relation to the 
magnesium but also to some of the trace elements. They and mag- 
nesium are much in the same functional category or in a similar 
classification in plants and animals. This is suggested by the small 
amounts of magnesium in plants and especially in animals, to list 
it in, or at least close to, the trace elements class. In this functional 
grouping, the magnesium and the trace elements are not so much 
the materials of construction in the plant, but rather are the tools 
bringing that about. They are used repeatedly within the plant 
processes in causing elements and compounds to become larger and 
more active ones. They do so much by their own very small 
amounts. They are, therefore, mainly in the catalyst class. 


It is in this catalyst class that magnesium serves when it is the 
core of the green chlorophyl of leaves catalyzing the process of 
photosynthesis. Therefore their magnitude as function transcends 
the amount of them in the ash relative to the mass of growth pro- 
duced. While one hammer and one saw are required to build one 
chicken coop, the building of a hundred of them does not require 
equal multiplication of this number of tools. The magnesium and 
trace elements as tools in plant and animal nutrition required at 
the very outset are not multiplied or increased at the rate equiva- 
lent to that of their growth.

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Magnesium demonstrates its services as the catalyst in the 
green chlorophyl of leaves by causing carbon dioxide and water to 
be reduced, to give off gaseous oxygen, and to result in the simple 
sugar. Six units of each of the starting essentials for photosynthe- 
sis by plants give off six units of oxygen. This reaction forms one 
unit of a six-carbon sugar. This is a highly efficient process. About 
30 percent of the sun’s energy is caught and stored in this com- 
pound to be released for energy in the processes of life, in both 
plants and animals, When this sugar is burned or oxidized in the 
plant and animal functions requiring this energy release by respira- 
tion, the reaction is exactly reversed. Thus the sun’s energy, trap- 
ped by the sugar through the catalytic services of the magnesium- 
containing chlorophyl in the plant, is released for service in the 
processes of life. But these resulting living products represent only 
about two percent the sun’s energy, or a relatively low efficiency. 

Chlorophyl is unique in its chemical structure in that its central 
core consists of one molecule of the inorganic element magnesium. 
Around it are the compounds of nitrogen suggesting protein as 
next. Then still around those are other organic compounds sug- 
gesting vitamins next, also now known to be mainly of catalytic 
services in life processes. Magnesium is only 24 parts in the total 
of 900 or more parts of either of the two kinds of chlorophyl. 


A Theory Proposed For One Of Magnesium’s Services. 

The element magnesium has recently become appreciated as 
part of many other catalysts serving in the plant and animal proc- 
esses. The medical arts have long been using magnesium salts, 
especially the sulfate form. That we have understood how either 
the magnesium or the sulfur serves in the medical arts is doubtful. 
Theoretical consideration may well be given here, then, to the 
significance of both the cation magnesium and the anion sulfate 
when Epsom salts or magnesium sulfate, for example, are used as 
a purge of the intestinal tract; as internal fluids; and even as hot 
solution poultices, Their uses have long been an art. The science 
of their service seems to be stili much of an unknown. 

In the light of newer knowledge of colloidal chemistry, the 
purging effect may be viewed as one in which the magnesium en- 
ters the cells of the intestinal wall to exchange itself for the 
calcium in the so-called “semipermeable” membrane wall, and 
thereby changes the permeability, which normally lets the water, 
ete., move from the intestine into the blood stream, to one which 
allows water, calcium, and other materials to move excessively in 
the reverse direction from the blood stream into the intestine to 
flush it and give the resulting purge. This purging may be expect- 
ed to continue until the blood stream, taking up the magnesium, 
exchanges calcium to the intestinal wall or cell membranes. This 
biochemical restoration of the normal intestinal wall stops the 
purge or this reverse movement of water from the blood stream 
into the intestine. Contemporaneous with the purge, there is the 
uptake of generous amounts of magnesium sulfate by the blood 
stream. 

This fact raises the query whether the improved health effects 
result from the purge per se or from the advent into the blood 
stream and into the body metabolism of the extra magnesium and 
sulfate. Entrance of these through absorption by the skin with hot 
poultice of epsom salts may raise the same question, leaving the 
functions of both the magnesium and the sulfur of this compound 
still in the realm of the arts and not yet carefully catalogued as 
a science. 


Functions Of Magnesium In Plants Are Integrated 
With Functions Of Other Elements. 

It was such theoretical considerations as the foregoing which 
encouraged research studies of the role of magnesium in plant 
nutrition with this element adsorbed on the colloidal clay of the 
soil and exchanged into the plant root for acid from there in the 
plant’s production of proteins in the case of legumes, like the soy- 
bean. Since the amount of magnesium by ash analysis is so low in 
the animal body (0.05%) and in the dry matter of the plant

(0.31%), we have possibly been slow to credit the service of mag- 
nesium as one in connection with the plant’s production of proteins. 
The enzymes, or the catalytic tools in the plant’s chemical reactions, 
of which so many contain magnesium, are themselves proteins and 
are serving to bring about changes of both the carbohydrates and 
the proteins. When connected with magnesium, many proteins be- 
come catalysts, but without the magnesium they are not. They are 
said to be “denatured” when the magnesium is removed. Mag- 
nesium is said to be a co-enzyme, or a prosthetic element in this 
situation, determining the enzyme’s possible service. 

We have not seen large increases in vegetative production on 
many soils resulting from the application of magnesium alone. It 
is doing its work more with proteins which are so commonly defi- 
cient because of more common shortage of other elements required 
in much larger amounts in the plants and animals. However, now 
that we are using more nitrogen in the hope of building up the 
proteins, and are beginning to study the production of proteins of 
nutritional quality along with the production of carbohydrate as 
bulk and energy, the shortage of the magnesium may well be one 
of the many “hidden” hungers not exhibited so readily by the 
decreased tonnage or bushels of yield. But the body’s protection 
against degenerative occurrences may be failing and its process of 
reproduction may well be declining unless the nutrition in terms of 
magnesium is well balanced, be it nutrition of plant or animal. 
(Figure 2-VI) 

In some research on the possible functions of magnesium in the 
growth processes of soybeans, by increasing the exchangeable 
magnesium offered by the soil Dr. E. R. Graham demonstrated 
the influence on the movement of increasing shares of the soil’s 
exchangeable calcium into the plant tissue. When smaller but in- 
creasing amounts of magnesium were used, the shares of the soil’s 
constant exchangeable calcium supply mobilized into the crop were 
31.2, 37.5 and 42.3 percents. When the amounts of magnesium 
were higher, the corresponding values were 18.7, 21.0 and 27.0 per- 
cents respectively for the portion of the available calcium mobilized 
by the magnesium. 

It is significant to note that the soil’s supply of calcium was 
removed by over forty percent, or one-third higher, as the result 
of more magnesium, At the same time the percentages taken of 
the extra magnesium offered were 0.0, 60.2, and 71.2 respectively 
for the lower rates of magnesium applications and 0.0, 66.1, and 
68.5 respectively when the rates of exchangeable magnesium used 
were higher. 

In the succession of three crops of soybeans on the same soil, 
the exhaustion of its magnesium was shown when the concentra- 
tions of it in the plants went down rapidly. It went down relatively 
more rapidly as the total amount offered by the soil was larger. 
With the three lower levels of increasing magnesium offered in 
each series and in the three successive crops, the percentages of 
magnesium in the dry forage were (a) 0.13, (b) 0.27 and (c) 0.47 
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for the first crop; (a) 0.08, (b) 0.10 and (c) 0.12 for the second 
crop; and then (a) 0.12, (b) 0.12 and (c) 0.08 for the third crop. 
With the higher levels of magnesium offered by the soil, the per- 
centages of magnesium in the dry plant tissue were (a) 0.12, (b) 
0.55 and (c) 0.86 for the first crop, (a) 0.09, (b) 0.23, and (c) 0.39 
for the second crop and (a) 0.09, (b) 0.13 and (c) 0.27 for the 
third crop. All of these suggest that the plant composition soon 
reached a low level, around 0.10 percent, apparently required in 
these trials to give any plant growth. Also there was nitrogen 
fixation in the first crop, but there was little or no nitrogen fixa- 
tion as the magnesium of the soil was more nearly exhausted and 
the concentration of magnesium in the crop moved toward this 
lower figure. 


The similarity in the behaviors of the magnesium and calcium, 
in that they are both moved into this legume in relatively large 
percentages from the soil’s supply, as the soils naturally have 
them, is worthy of note. Yet because magnesium is in such a small 
percentage of the plant as a whole, we have not appreciated the 
protein-producing legumes as plants requiring higher levels of 
macnesium as well as of calcium in the soil. (Table II-VI). 


Can Neglect Of Magnesium 
Be The Cause Of Disappearance Of Red Clover? 

The higher concentrations of caleium and magnesium in legumes 
lise red clover and alfalfa as compared with those for the non- 
lesume timothy (Table II-VI), and the differences in concentra- 
tions of caleium and magnesium between these two legumes, 
offer suggestions and provoke some questions. Timothy hay—not 
considered rood cattle feed—has but one-fourth as much calcium 
as red clover and one-fifth as much as alfalfa. (Figure 3-VI). It 
has less than one-third as much magnesium as red clover and less 
than one-half that of alfalfa. When red clover is more than three 
times as rich in magnesium as timothy and more than twice as 
rich in this essential lement as alfalfa, should we not suspect that 
very probably it is through the neglect of magnesium in our soils 
that the red clover is about extinct, not only as the crop reports 
have it, but also as the extremely high price of red clover seed 
suggests? Can the neglect of magnesium be reason for the re- 
placement of much red clover on limed soils by alfalfa, still pos- 
sible in spite of our failure to be concerned seriously about magne- 
sium as a fertilizer by way of dolomitic limestone instead of only 
the calcium stone? 


It is significant that in Ohio, Pennsylvania, and some other areas 
with soils from dolomitic limestone, there is still much red clover 
grown. Perhaps red clover in combination with timothy hay was 
such good feed because of its unusually high concentration not only 
of magnesium but also of many others of the fertility items. Have 
irregularities in animal health, like dwarfs, shown up in herds fed 
on red clover hay grown on soils from dolomitic stone or soils high 
in active magnesium? Perhaps some ecological surveys of these 
health irregularities of cattle in relation to soil fertility, especially 
magnesium, will offer suggestions as to causes and thereby helps 
for prevention rather than cure by killing the unfortunates.

Figure 3-VI. A period of experimental winter feeding on timothy hay grown on 
the level Putnam sili loam with its deficient clay subsoil but given no soil treat- 
ment, made this sheep “sick”; go lame in one hind leg; lame in both; “go down’;

“acid” soils where “liming the soil” must be a fertilizing practice adding magne- 
sium of.en as well as calcium. 


We have not appreciated the interrelations of one element to 
each of the others in their movement as a group, or a suite, into 
the crop from the soil. (Figure 4-VI). We have emphasized one 
as the “limiting element” so much that we have not seen other 
elements in such low supply that they become limiting elements 
soon after we add generously the first one we recognized. Adding 
the “limiting” element generously without considering other ele- 
ments in supply, as we do calcium in excess for disturbance to 
magnesium movement into the crop, may be an erroneous and 
dangerous practice. 

Adding potassium liberally as fertilizer is another case of so- 
called “antagonism” to the movement of magnesium into the crop. 
This is also true for the reverse, namely when excess of magnesium 
put on the soil brings on reduced concentration of potassium in the 
crop. (Figure 4-VI1). With the increasing use of potassium fer- 
tilizers, some irregularities in animal health should not be a sur- 
prise because of feeds inducing magnesium deficiencies. Excessive 
calcium from overliming the soil brings on deficiencies in the crop 
for its own better growth of also the trace elements, boron, zinc, 
and manganese. These are additional cases emphasizing the need 
to view the nutrient elements as an integrated group behavidr 
rather than as the addition of individual effects in a succession of 
them. 


Some Symptoms Of Magnesium Deficiency In Animals 
Via Plants And Soil. 

Magnesium deficiency in cows and horses as impending cases 
of tetany or “grass” staggers usually goes unnoticed until the 
pronounced symptoms in the late and near fatal stage are evident. 
If recognized early, the feeding of magnesium salts is prevention. 
This occurs usually a week or two after the animals, especially 
high-producing cews, begin grazing on new grass in the spring. 
This is the season (May and June) when the magnesium concen- 
tration of the pasturage was lowest according to studies both in 
Great Britain and the United States. This affliction is now con- 
sidered a case of hypomagnesia, as shown by the level of magne- 
sium in the blood serum. Feeding rations deficient in magnesium 
or keeping calves on only milk too long lowers the magnesium in 
the blood. More common examination of the level of magnesium 
in the blood serum is a good diagnostic help now that so-called 
“normal” values for magnesium in rats, cattle, humans, and others 
have been established. 

Magnesium as it functions in enzymes as tools may well remind 
us that since those “tools” are proteing or nitrogenous organic

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substances compounded with the inorganic element, magnesium, 
we do not see the deficiency of magnesium reflected in carbohy- 
drate production or bulk increase of plants so readily. Rather, the 
magnesium reflects its importance in connection with the proteins 
by which all life forms, (a) grow, (b) protect themselves against 
“disease” or degeneration, and (c) reproduce. 

The essentiality of magnesium in the soils and feeds as pro- 
tection against microbial troubles in the intestinal tract as “white 
scours” and in the lungs as pneumonia, brought itself into strong 
light by some observations of dairy cattle on the Brookside Farms 
near Knoxville, Ohio, several years ago. A new calf and maternity 
barn, built especially to improve sanitation in the struggle against 
the high mortality rate (23 to 41 percent) among new-born calves, 
gave occasion to have the sick calves eat the plastered walls and 
suggest the reason for their poor survival rate. The high mor- 
tality rate with young chicks had eliminated the poultry project 
of the farm. The swine breeding program had been abandoned 
because of the high mortality rate among the pigs. So-called 
animal “diseases” because of poor animal nutrition via deficient 
soil fertility growing the farm feeds was undermining the separate 
animal enterprises and thereby the business as a whole. 

Even after concentrating on dairying, the mammary disturb- 
ances—milk fever and mastitis—in the milk cows, increasing shy- 
breeders, and the loss of 49 calves one season out of a single crop 
of 120, as about the usual annual number, was reason for stalls 
with their walls plastered with two coats. Only a few of the stalls 
had the second coat applied and the remaining stalls had only the 
rough first coat when the fall weather put the calves into the barn. 
The mortality trouble continued. “Calves were born weak, with 
slow reflexes and no appetite; dietary scours developed in 100 per 
cent of the cases; 50 percent of the cases were accompanied by a 
low type of pneumonia with much coughing; calves that died in- 
variably went down with convulsions and no calf ever to go into the 
convulsion stage lived beyond six hours. Strong disagreeable odors 
were present in the stalls. Calves that lived through the first 90 
days showed remarkable recuperative ability and matured to good 
size without any signs of these ealfhood disorders.” 

The observation was then made that the calves were severely 
mutilating the walls which had been finished with the second coat 
of plaster. This provoked the query, “Why are the calves trying 
to eat the finish coat of plaster when the walls with only the first 
plaster coat are not mutilated or eaten?” Chemical analysis of the 
plaster used as finish showed that it was made from dolomitic lime- 
stone. The limestone’s analysis gave near 54 percent calcium car- 
benate and over 45 percent magnesium carbonate or dolomitic 
limestone. With this came the suggestions that the calves know 
their own medicine and are capable chemists in discriminating be- 
tween the finish coat of plaster made from dolomitic lime and the 
first plaster coat from a calcium lime. 

This shifted the feeding practices to include dolomitic limestone 
in place of calcium limestone as mineral supplement to the grain 
ration supplement containing 16 percent protein. The soils were 
tested to find magnesium the lowest, or the limiting, element and 
were then limed with dolomitic stone. In two weeks after the 
changed feeding of the cows giving the milk for the calves, the dis- 
agreeable odor in the barn was becoming less, and there were 
changes in the droppings of the calves. There was increase in their 
thirst, they became alert, and the scours condition cleared from the 
older calves. After this improvement in animal health had occur- 
red, the remaining stalls were given the finish coat of plaster with 
no single tooth mark or mutilation of the walls. Other evidence of 
better animal health was, (a) the disappearance of mastitis which 
had been as high as 50 percent; (b) improved conception and (c) 
strong normal calves that did not go through the scours stage. 
Decided improvements in the crops resulted from magnesium ad- 
ditions to the soil. The corn plants were not so readily “fired;” the 
grain yields were increased; and the alfalfa went through the 
winter better; all as evidence that the plants just as well as the 
cows aS a consequence were suffering because of a deficiency of 
magnesium in the soil.

Sulfur Also A Neglected Element. 

Sulfur, another neglected element, is effective also in very small 
amounts. It, too, is important via the proteins when methionine, 
the sulfur-containing amino acid among the essential ones com- 
posing complete proteins, is so commonly deficient that its addi- 
tion to crude proteins, in very small amounts in the chicken ration, 
lets the carbohydrate-protein ratio of the ration be widened and 
yet makes a ton of feed grow more poultry. Also, treatments of 
the soil with sulfur as a fertilizer have increased the methionine 
concentration of soybean plants. Since the element sulfur in its 
reduced form in the nucleoproteins seems to be connected with 
efficient cell division — according to late thinking — the actual 
growth of plants and animals may depend on sulfur much more 
than is commonly recognized. 

When elemental sulfur mixed with fats, like lanolin or petrola- 
tum, cures skin troubles and more deeply-seated irregularities by 
external application of it, we may well raise the question how this 
supposedly insoluble element applied on the skin becomes “avail- 
able” for absorption there to affect cures. Elemental sulfur dust, 
inhaled by men working where it is pulverized, does not bring on 
the equivalent of silicosis of the lungs. This fact suggests the 
ready absorption of this supposedly insoluble element by also the 
lung tissue. However, if the sulfate of calcium, much more soluble 
than the elemental sulfur, is inhaled where it is being pulverized, 
this brings on the equivalent of silicosis. Here the sulfate is a bit 
troublesome. Yet the sulfates of many elements used in therapy 
for animals and man are more effective forms than are the chlo- 
rides and the nitrates of them. These latter two as monovalents 
are not in the same category as compounds of the divalent sulfate. 

It is well to remind ourselves farther that it is not the oxidized 
sulfur, like sulfate, in which this essential element occurs in the 
living body compounds, but rather in the reduced or -S-H forms. 
Nitrogen represents a similar situation. This is in the tissue with 
the nitrogen connected to hydrogen, -N-H:, and not in the nitrite 
or nitrate (-NO. or -NO;). In these latter two forms, nitrogen has 
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been responsible for poisonings like the so-called “corn-stalk dis- 
ease”. This trouble may follow heat or drought periods which 
suspend the plants’ enzyme action, and then after rain-falls bring 
the movement of excessive nitrate into the plant which is unable 
to reduce it because of the inactive enzymes denatured under the 
excessive heat. Excessive nitrates have been responsible for the 
deaths of some babies under unusual soil conditions and climatic 
settings putting nitrates into the shallow well water from which the 
babies’ artificial formulae were made. Sulfur in the sulfate and 
elemental forms has long been an actor in the medical arts but its 
functions in the body are not yet understood fully enough to move 
our knowledge of its behavior and use into the classification as 
medical science. But as an element of diverse properties and func- 
tions playing important roles in proteins for growth as significant 
as the division of the cell, this element goes along with magnesium 
as another much neglected element. 

Sulfur in its elemental form has been used as a soil treatment 
with advantage on sulfur-deficient soils. Insoluble as it is, the 
reaction of oxidation to give sulfuric acid soon takes place. Oxides 
of sulfur are brought to the soil by rainfall in amounts varying in 
relation to the coal consumption, but now that coal is no longer 
such a universal source of heat and power, the return of sulfur 
from that source is not overcoming its increased depletion from 
the soil. That, however, has been helped, unwittingly, when we 
use phosphatic fertilizers of, say, 20 percent grade made by mixing 
a ton of commercial sulfuric acid with each ton of rock phosphate 
to supply up to 12 percent sulfur and up to 11 percent phosphorus 
in the mixture or more of the former than of the latter. Thus, the 
sulfur supply of the soil has been periodically renewed. Now that 
sulfur-free fertilizer applications are heavier, crop removals are 
larger, and soil organic matter supplies are rapidly declining. 
Sulfur as such an active and essential element in the proteins, and 
such a vital element in protecting health and aiding reproduction 
of warm-blooded species dare not remain in the category of part 
of an art or as one of the neglected elements. By using bioassays 
or animal tests, the science of the soil undergirding plant nutri- 
tion is finding the biochemical significance of sulfur growing larger 
in animal nutrition. 


Magnesium In Balance With Other Fertility Elements 
Offers Hope. 

Growing nutritious forages and feeds is more than a problem of 
carbohydrates balanced with crude protein. It is one of balancing 
the energy-supplying feeds with proteins complete with respect to 
all the essential amino acids; and with respect, also, to the essential 
major and “trace” inorganic elements, more appropriately called 
bioelements or “life-elements,” from the soil. Balancing the bio- 
elements according to percentages in the ash, or in the dry matter, 
is not sufficiently accurate when the organic compounds of which 
they are constituents are nutritional essentials by their own organic 
right, more than because of their delivery of bioelements like mag- 
nesium, calcium, copper, zinc, and others. Yet this does not reduce 
the significance of the bioelements of which many are not fed in 
sufficient amounts as ash essentials, even with that crude method 
of measurement. 


A recent report by the U. S. Department of Agriculture cites 
two food essentials as the major deficiencies for humans in large 
areas. The foremost organic one they cite is Vitamin C. The major 
inorganic one, or bioelement, they list is calcium, Perhaps when 
magnesium is studied as intensely and widely as calcium has been 
over these many years, its deficiency will even be more widely 
spread than that of its chemical mate, calcium. 


Magnesium enters into plants with varied amounts according 
to the degree of development of the soils under the climatic forces. 
On those less weathered or moderately developed by the moderate 
and low annual rainfalls, magnesium in the plants is of higher 
concentration. As soils are still less developed calcium may so 
dominate the soi] that magnesium is deficient in plants as animal 
forage. On highly weathered soils also, magnesium is often defi- 
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cient. Plant composition follows a logical pattern and there are 
indications of trends of the behaviors of the elements by groups 
not only according to the soil but also to the period in the plants’ 
growth. The ratios of the bioelements active in the soil and around 
the plant root are the major determiners of the kinds of plants 
most aptly fitted there. 


Considering the period of the plants’ growth, potassium, for 
example, enters early and shows a decrease in rate of entry near 
plant maturity. This suggests its dominant activity and use when 
increase in plant bulk by carbohydrate production is underway. 
High potassium in grass is common in “grass staggers.” As a 
general rule, magnesium and calcium enter at a fairly regular 
rate throughout the plants’ growth. Phosphorus and copper usually 
show marked increase in rates of uptake from the soil by plants, at 
increasing maturity or when the biosynthetic products within the 
plant are being mobilized and concentrated in the plant’s reproduc- 
tive part, like the seeds and storage roots. The regular flow of 
magnesium suggests the plants’ regular demand for it during both 
the early photosynthetic processes of building the carbohydrate 
bulk or tonnage yield, and the subsequent biosynthetic processes 
and products to guarantee the survival of the plant species by 
means of special proteins and all else associated with reproduction. 


Faulty balance of the bioelements in the soil, including promi- 
nence of magnesium deficiency there, has suggested its possible 
causal connection with the problem of the dwarfs or the midgets in 
cattle. If we were to tabulate the scatterings of these cattle un- 
fortunates (not widely announced) over the soil pattern of the 
United States and to couple the history of soil treatments with 
each of them, we would possibly be given suggestions that the 
problem is one originating in nutritional deficiencies, and these 
even traceable to the soil as fertility imbalances registered through 
the crop. When alfalfa with, its lower concentration of magnesium 
tolerates, and is commonly given, heavy calcium liming, there may 
be reasons in its disturbed chemical composition why this crop 
grows where red clover with higher magnesium concentrations as 
requirements will not. Certain orders of crop replacement result- 
ing from declining soil fertility may be suggestive. If with these 
locations of the reproduction failures to guarantee the animals’ 
growth, we should study the crop composition correlated with de- 
tailed soil tests, and should then correlate those data with the 
chemical composition and picture of the animal’s blood, it is possi- 
ble that an approach to prevention of such troubles like dwarfism 
and others about as perplexing would suggest itself. Degenerative 
diseases are telling us that Nature’s flow of the life streams of 
our domestic animals must soon have our help if increasing hog 
diseases, more disturbing cattle ailments and other irregularities 
are not to make the growing of livestock economically impossible. 


For too long a time already have we allowed crops of higher 
nutritional values to be dropped out of our farming and feeding 
operations because we have accepted substitute crops rather than 
learn how to feed them via the soil and its fertility to keep grow- 
ing the better ones. By those substitutes we have made the many 
feed supplements, including protein, mineral, antibiotic and others, 
a requisite. We are coming face to face now, apparently, with the 
threat of livestock species about to drop out of economic farming 
operations too, when their offspring in high percentages is born 
without the capacity to grow. Unlike the case of crops dropping 
out of our farming scheme, however, we have no long list of sub- 
stitute animals for our present kinds of domesticated ones, espe- 
cially none able to tolerate starvation for protein. We can grow 
them in health good enough for their survival only when the soils 
are fertile enough to feed them for it. That calls for a balanced 
fertility, both inorganic and organic, in the soil for nutrition of 
plants as well as balanced nutritional components of organic nature 
in the feed for the nutrition of the animals. The disaster as serious 
as birth without the potential for growth, which is now exhibiting 
itself in larger numbers, suggests that there are still many neglect- 
ed fertility elements among which magnesium may be a major one 
in this particular trouble. THE END

The producer of livestock is confronted 
with the perplexing problem of determining 
where and how to market his animals, which 
channel to elect; whether to market through 
terminal or central markets, local buyers, 
cooperatives, auctions, direct marketing, 
selling on the basis of carcass grade and 
weight, sale to local butchers or local feed- 
ers, home slaughter, etc. 

In a 24-state survey (consisting predomi- 
nately of the West, and not including the 
Corn Belt), covering 502,616 head of cattle, 
the Washington Agricultural Experiment 
Stations found (and reported in Wash. Bul- 
letin 562) the following relative to market 
channels: 

1. Most of the cattlemen marketed their 
feeder cattle through the following three 
channels, by rank: local buyers, community 
auctions, and terminal markets. 

2. Most fat cattle were marketed through 
the following four channels, by rank: direct 
to packers, terminal markets, local buyers, 
and community auction. Four and one-half 
per cent of the cattlemen were responsible 
for marketing one-third of all fat cattle di- 
rect to packers; which shows that some very 
large operators sold direct to packers. 

Usually there is a choice of market out- 
lets, and the one selected often varies with 
different species of livestock and among 
sections of the country. The methods of 
marketing also differ between slaughter and 
feeder animals, and all of these differ from 
the marketing of purebreds. Despite the ad- 
vantages that any one of the methods of 
marketing may offer in a given transaction, 
the uninformed should not underestimate 
the value of terminal markets, for they are 
the firm foundation of the entire marketing 
system providing a needed regulating and 
stabilizing influence. In the present trend 
toward decentralization, this fact should be 
recognized for, after all, there is a limit to 
how small a terminal market may be and 
yet remain sufficiently strong to exert 
this regulating and stabilizing influence. 

Buying and selling livestock is the pri- 
mary functien or objective of all livestock 
markets—regardless of their kind. In addi- 
tion, and at their best, terminal markets 
perform the following additional function or 
services, some of which are unique to them 
only: 

1. They serve as essembly points.—Ter- 
minal markets serve as assembly points in 
bringing together for proper and effective 
sorting and grading the market animals pro- 
duced on the nation’s approximately 5 mil- 
lion farms and ranches; almost 4 million of 


which produce some cattle, 3 million of 
which produce hogs, and 300,000 of which 
produce sheep. As a result of such assembly, 
producers are privileged to deal with many 
buyers; and buyers can obtain the particular 
class, grade, and weight of animals for their 
requirements. The latter point is extremely 
important, because effective sorting and 
grading can be done only where livestock is 
presented in volume, and no buyer, however 
large, is ever the best purchaser for all 
slaughter animals. 

2. They channel the mass movement of 
animals from areas of production to areas 
of consumption.—About three-fifths of the 
livestock in the United States is produced 
west of the Mississippi River, whereas more 
than two-thirds of the meat is consumed 
east of this area. Specifically, the geography 
of meat production and consumption as ap- 
plied to each class of meat animals is as 
follows: 

(1) About 70 per cent of the cattle is 
raised west of the Mississippi, whereas 
about 70 per cent of the beef is consumed 
east of the Mississippi. 

(2) About 53 per cent of the hogs are 
raised west of the Mississippi, whereas 
about 70 per cent of the pork is consumed 
east of the Mississippi. 

(3) About 80 per cent of the lambs are 
raised west of the Mississippi, whereas 
about 78 per cent of the lamb is consumed 
east of the Mississippi. 

Under these conditions, either livestock or 
meats, or both, must be moved great dis- 
tances from the surplus-producing regions 
of the West to the deficit-producing areas 
of the East. From a practical standpoint, it 
has been found to be more economical to 


‘slaughter animals in plants located in close 


proximity to the surplus-producing sections, 
to save the byproducts, and then to trans- 
port the meat in refrigerator cars to the 
consuming sections than to ship the live an- 
imals, Also, it is not economical to ship live 
animals farther than necessary on account 
of deaths, injuries, bruises, shrinkage, and 
freight costs. With this procedure, the 
average pound of meat is moved about one 
thousand miles from where it is produced 
to where it is consumed. 

The mass movement of livestock (and 
meats) requires skillful organization and 
handling; conditions which are admirably 
met by the great terminal markets from 
coast to coast. 

3. They serve as the livestock price ba- 
rometer of the world.—Price determination 
is the most important service—the basic

function—of livestock markets; for without 
this service the stockman would not know 
the true value of his animals. This function 
is at its best in a highly competitive open 
market—where there are many buyers and 
where producers are represented by compe- 
tent and reliable salesmen; conditions which 
are fulfilled at a public terminal market. 

Skilled salesmen and a variety of live- 
stock buyers determine prices, The Commis- 
sion men must possess a thorough knowl- 
edge of values; and, in addition, they must 
be highly skilled in the art of bargaining— 
and they must know which buyers to con- 
tect to obtain the highest possible prices. 
Then, there must be variety of livestock for 
all buyers—for packers, shippers, small 
killers, and others—thereby making it a 
highly competitive market and assuring the 
producer and feeder the greatest returns 
from their consignments. Thus, the Chicago 
market boasts that on every trading day 
there are active 79 buyers representing nine 
Chicago slaughtering houses, and 50 buyers 
representing eight local slaughterers of 
hogs. In addition, the order buyers operating 
on the Chicago market represent more than 
400 packers in 38 states. 

4. They possess buying power.—Termi- 
nal markets are characterized by many buy- 
ers and by a variety of buyers and sellers— 
large and small, national, sectional, and 
local. Public terminal markets are open to 
all and there is freedom and equality of 
competition between buyers, and sellers, 
without compulsion or restraint. Thus, the 
demand is keen and constant, and there is a 
dependable outlet for all kinds of animals— 
they take everything. 

5. They are a safe place to seli and buy. 
—In a 1921 decision, the U. S. Supreme 
Court described terminal markets as “great 
national public utilities”. From that date 
forward, their services, rates, and practices 
have been subject to the supervision of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. Human 
nature being what it is, there has been some 
infraction of the rules, from time to time. 
Unfortunately, such violations are often dis- 
torted and magnified by the press; and, 
more important, there is no way to ferret 
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out the infractions which may exist on those 
numerous markets that are not subjected to 
such scrutiny. 

Terminal markets, are indeed, a safe place 
to sell; their commission firms are properly 
bonded; their scales are inspected and are 
manned by experienced and bonded weigh- 
masters; their sales are on a cash basis and 
proceeds are promptly remitted to the own- 
er; and their operations are common knowl- 
edge—with publicity of transactions and 
prices. It is noteworthy, for example, that 
the Chicago market—the world’s largest— 
proudly lays claim to the fact that “not a 
single shipper in the history of the yards 
has ever failed to receive his full net pro- 
ceeds”. When it is realized that all such 
transactions are by word-of-mouth, rather 
than by signed contract, this is indeed a 
remarkable feat—and a rare tribute to any 
business, big or little. 


Also, thanks to their strict regulations, 
sanitation, and supervision, they are as safe 
from a disease standpoint as can reasonably 
be expected where such a concentration of 
animals is involved. 

6 They are dedicated to effective selling. 
—Sometimes, producers are prone to let low 
marketing costs and convenience over- 
shadow effective selling; an obvious mis- 
take. Admittedly, and on the average, the 
more complete and the higher the quality 
of services rendered, the higher the market- 
ing costs. This is as it should be. The im- 
portant consideration, therefore, is effective 
selling; and, more specifically, the total 
proceeds after deducting marketing costs, 
rather than cheap disposal. 

Also, and in the first place, it should be 
recognized that all terminal market costs— 
all stockyards charges for feed, yardage, 
and other necessary services; and all charges 
made by a commission company—must be 
approved by the Packers and Stockyards 
branch of the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. Further, the charges for selling live- 
stock on the terminal market—ranging from 
between 0.8 and 1.5 per cent of the value 
of the animals—are indeed modest in com- 
parison with the charges made for selling 
other commodities; for example, a commis- 
sion of 2 to 5 per cent is usually charged for 
selling other farm commodities and land. 
And no one considers the latter charges ex- 
cessive provided an effective selling job is 
done. 

7. They stabilize prices, — Because of 
their size and the number and variety of 
buyers that they attract, terminal markets 
exert a powerful stabilizing influence; that 
is, market changes would be much more 
violent were it not for their regulating and 
steadying effect. 

8. They are an important factor in im- 
proving the livestock of America. — The 
great livestock shows throughout the land 
have exerted a profound influence in live- 
stock improvement, Here the exhibitor is 
afforded an opportunity to compare his an-

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Boom and Bust 


The Greatest Inefficiency in Agriculture

The Boom and Bust in food prices greatly increases the total 
cost of our nation’s food supply. At the same time it drastically 
cuts net profits to producers and distributors over the long haul. 


It hurts everybody. 

How costly this is in dollars and cents is difficult to determine. 
Direct and indirect losses coupled with the tax burden it has 
created, runs into billions of dollars each year. 

Worse than this, it has effectively prevented us from producing 
and distributing enough food protein to satisfy the protein hunger 
in the U. S. A., much less throughout the world. 

As I explained in a previous article, more economical high 
quality protein is the one single thing most needed to vastly im- 
prove our material standard of living. Instability in the prices of 
protein products restricts profits, and thus blocks all commercial 
efforts to supply them in adequate amounts. This has created an 
economic problem of the first order of magnitude. 

Our present Boom and Bust in farm prices is primarily the re- 
sult of the ups and downs in the retail prices paid for food proteins. 
We can whip it, and sell more protein both at the same time, with- 
out interference from the government or cost to the taxpayers. 

The seat of the problem is in the market place and this is where 
the problem must be attacked and whipped. The advice and assist- 
ance of producers and everybody else along the line can make the 
job a lot easier. 

Some chaps will argue that it is impossible to increase net 
profits to producers and distributors and cut the cost of food to 
consumers at the same time. 

Let us check, remembering that net profits are equal to the 
volume sold times the price minus the cost of production. A reduc- 
tion in cost along with an increase in volume results in increased 
net profits as well as does an increase in price alone. 

Boom prices cause producers to plunge in at greatly increased 
costs. The bust forces them to curtail production, or perhaps get 
out entirely. This causes many to hesitate to make productive im- 
provements. It forces others to shift from one line of production 
to another, rapidly obsoleting the improvements they have already 
made. 

This is a drain on our pockets as well as our time, our energy 
and our morale. More than that, it drives our sons, daughters and 
other capable leaders out of Agriculture taking with them years 
of experience and working capital. 

Indecision, cutting back, speeding up, retooling and personnel 
some of the most costly overhead expenses an indus- 
try can incur. These undue expenses do not profit farmers and 
ranchers, but nevertheless, they are added to the cost of our na- 
tion’s food supply. 

Boom and Bust prices have hit Agriculture these past years 
with increasing regularity and severity. The resulting increased 
food costs have been passed along to we consumers which includes 
every farm family. This, of course, piles on an extra expense add- 
ing to the cost of food production. 


turnover are 


So insideous are the costly effects of Boom and Bust that they 
reach far beyond our farms and ranches. The cost of all things we 
buy is largely due to the cost of paying people to produce, protect 
and distribute them. The high-cost item among the Fundamental 
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Materials which are used to build and maintain these people is 
food. Any inefficiency which increases the cost of food at retail 
comes back to plague us again and again in higher costs for every- 
thing we buy for our families, and for our farming and ranching 
operations. This also greatly increases the cost of food production 
and reduces net profits even further. 

Added to this is the costly tax burden levied against everybody 
by Congress to pay for the government’s efforts to stabilize prices 
by political means. This burden further increases the cost of every- 
thing we buy which again increases the cost of food production and 
reduces profits. 

These costs all combine to help price many food shoppers out 
of certain markets. Sales volume suffers and profits are cut even 
further. So on and on the viscious cycle goes. 

With this situation in mind, it is obvious that producers, dis- 
tributors, and consumers can all benefit by stabilizing food prices 
in the market place. This can be accomplished only by each of us 
intelligently working for our own best financial interests. As more 
people learn the key facts enabling them to do this, we will even- 
tually get the full cooperation needed to smoothly and efficiently 
market all of our high protein livestock products at a reasonable 
net profit to both producers and distributors. 

As I mentioned before, most of the present Boom and Bust 
hinges upon the ups and downs in the retail prices of food pro- 
teins all over America. For this reason, we must clearly see what 
is happening at the retail level. The four principle retailers of 
food proteins are food stores, restaurants, dairies and bakeries. 
Each has an opportunity to help whip the Boom and Bust and 
make money doing it. 

As simple and logical as this may sound, it is very easy for us 
to be thrown off the track. Various “experts” will argue that the 
Boom and Bust is started on the farms, or by the middle men, on 
Wall Street or in Washington. These folks all have a right to their 
own opinion, which I will defend. But in both the scientific and 
business world, one also haf the opportunity to be as wrong as sin. 
Thirty years of screaming “black-hearted packer”, “stupid farmer”, 
“crooked Wall Street”, “do-everything Washington” or “do-nothing 
Washington” has not brought us the stable beef prices we have all 
been looking for and sorely need. So let us look at what we as food 
shoppers and consumers are doing at the retail level and see for 
ourselves how we are unwittingly causing the Boom and Bust. 


For years prior to 1915, food and feed prices were quite stable 
and no surpluses were in sight. We all recognize these years as 
the stable pre-1914 base period used for calculating the old parity 
formula. They are often called the Golden Years of Agriculture. 
Many economists have studied the commodity prices of these years, 
comparing the trends with those of today in an effort to find out 
what has gone wrong. 


Not being economists, but ranch hands who have gone astray, 
Mrs. Andrews and I decided to make it simple and understandable. 
Instead of studying the prices of complex food commodities alone, 
we focused most of our attention on the prices of their simple 
chemical constituents, namely proteins, carbohydrates, fats, vita- 
mins and minerals. 
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Before 1915 the retail prices which food shoppers paid for car- 
bohydrates (starches and sugars) fats, oils and proteins were all 
remarkably stable year after year. As a result the wholesale prices 
and the prices farmers received were remarkably stable too. 

After 1915 retail carbohydrate and fat prices remained quite 
stable except for short periods of ups and downs from 1917 to 
1921, and to a lesser degree from 1945 to 1949. For the rest of the 
time, their average prices fluctuated very little from year to year. 
This is in direct contrast to the retail prices or net costs of pro- 
tein in such foods as beef, pork, poultry and eggs. 

Retail protein prices have fluctuated widely since 1915. Since 
1946 most of them have gone up and down drastically. They have 
not fluctuated together, but while some were going up as much as 
30% or 40%, others plunged an equal but opposite amount. The 
result, wholesale and farm prices have also fluctuated drastically, 
as We all know. 

I pointed out before that, although protein makes up only about 
1/6-1/7 the dry weight of the diet, about 60% of the American 
food dollar is spent for it. With food shoppers bouncing the pro- 
tein prices up and down the way they do, a large chunk of our 
economy is carried up and down with it. This shakes the food 
business all the way back to its very roots, along with a good deal 
of the nation’s whole economic structure. 

Unless we actually look at the overall picture closely, the signifi- 
cance of the above simple facts may escape us entirely as they 
have escaped practically everyone for the past 40 years. 

Food commodities, containing the essential constituents, flow 
from the farms and ranches to the processing plants, warehouses, 
retail outlets, kitchens, dining rooms and finally to we consumers. 
The money which pays for these flows in the opposite direction 
starting from the breadwinner’s pocket, to the food shopper's 
purse, to the retailer, wholesaler, processor and finally the farmer, 
paying each adequately or inadequately as the case may be. 


If food shoppers today would pay consistent amounts of money 
for each unit of protein, carbohydrate, fat, vitamins and minerals, 
the price of the food commodities which contains them would be 
stable. There would be no possibility for wholesale and farm prices 
to fluctuate drastically. 

Now the problem is to get food shoppers to do this. Since this 
is already accomplished to a high degree in the case of carbohy- 
drates (starches and sugars), fats, oils, vitamins and minerals; the 
problem remaining is to stabilize retail protein prices. 


In order to clearly see what must be done to accomplish this, 
let us first tackle the general questions of (1) who sets the prices 
and (2) by what means do we stabilize prices in a free economy 
without legislative action or court decree. 

The answer to the first is the buyers. The second, the pertinent 
facts regarding safety, quality, quantity, unit cost and various 
morale factors. Buyers and sellers must know these facts about 
the materials being offered for sale in order to buy and sell them 
intelligently. 

These are very short answers to two very controversial ques- 
tions. Being two of the simplest and yet toughest to get straight- 
ened out, let us start at the beginning. You may recall in the 
third article of this series entitled “We All Want Prosperity”, that 
we made a comprehensive breakdown of our WANTS and the mate- 
rials and services needed to satisfy them. 


NOTE: This article should have preceded the December story. 


Let us use that breakdown to show the reasonableness of the 
answers given to the two questions above. People (all of us) have 
WANTS including to survive, raise a family, personal comfort and 
enjoyment, economic and material security etc. Fundamental Mate- 
rials including food, clothing and shelter are needed to help us 
satisfy. our WANTS. For this reason, civilized people have estab- 
lished production and distribution facilities to furnish the needed 
materials. j 

In a free economy, we consumers wisely or foolishly choose the 
things needed to help satisfy our WANTS, thus regulating produc- 
tion and distribution in a stable or unstable manner as the case 
may be. In this we consumers are the boss, and there is no legal 
way to force us to buy what we do not want, nor to mechanically 
yank one penny more out of our pockets for an item than we 
willingly pull out ourselves. 

At an auction sale it is very easy to see that the buyers set the 
price, even though the sellers exert every influence to get them to 
pay more, and may even reserve the right to refuse the prices bid. 
This same principle holds true in all free enterprise transactions, 
even though it is greatly disguised and even perverted by list 
prices, fair trade laws, marketing orders, monopolies and other 
devices. 

Let us now review the pertinent facts we buyers must consider 
when purchasing competing materials in order that we will be 
able to consistently obtain them at prices which are reasonable, 
stable and fair. As outlined before, these facts include all pertinent 
aspects of safety, quality, quantity, unit cost and the other factors 
which affect the morale of the individuals involved including cus- 
toms, habits, religious preferences and the benefits obtainable from 
the available materials. 

In the specific case of the high protein foods, shoppers of course 
set the price. This is not so obvious at first glance, since a price 
tag stares at us from every item in the show case. 

You may logically ask, “How do we buyers set the price when 
it is so evident the retailers have already done it for us?” 

No one food shopper does it all by herself on the day she enters 
the store. We set the current prices by our combined buying over 
the past weeks, months or even years. If, for example, we rapidly 
buy up the supply of a certain protein product, the retailer rushes 
in more and jacks up the price. If we fail to buy, he gradually 
lowers the price until we do. 

As a butcher friend of mine once said, “You’ve got to buy it if 
you want something to sell, but if you don’t sell it, it rots. You’ve 
got to price it so it will move.” 

True, he sticks his price on each tray of meat, but this is just 
an asking price. The same is true of the wholesaler who calls on 
the retailer and the farmer who calls on the packer. The seller can 
ask any price he wants, but the buyer is the paymaster and in a 
free economy he pays only what he wishes to and not one cent more. 

This may sound as if the cattlemen are left at the bottom of the 
totem pole, without the slightest chance of ever getting a fair 
break in a free economy. Nothing could be farther from the truth. 

We have only begun to establish the protein portion of our high 
protein foods in trade on a free enterprise basis. The law of sup- 
ply and demand has never been given, a chance to work in the pro- 
tein market. It must first be applied to food protein marketing 
before it can stop the Boom and Bust. The capitalistic system has 
much more to offer farmers, ranchers and consumers than most of 
us have ever dreamed of, so let us go into it further next month.

Take a look at a map of the world. Cast 
your eye along the North-West coast of the 
European mainland and you will find some 
islands—Great Britain and Ireland. Not 
very big, you say? Take a closer look and 
you will find Scotland to the north and, in 
the very north-east corner, the county of 
Aberdeen, with the county of Angus not far 
to the south. 


A small speck on your map of the world, 
perhaps, but in that small speck, farsighted 


Home of the Breed 


practical farmers in the 18th and early 19th 
centuries saw the possibilities of the local 
black hornless cattle—the Humlies and the 
Doddies. The Aberdeen-Angus breed was 
born. 


The north-east of Scotland does not pos- 
sess a mild climate. Its inhabitants are 
used to driving winds and snow. Its farm- 
ers are used to hard work to make their soil 
yield its harvest, soil interrupted by out- 
breaks of granite, which often pierce the 
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surface of the land. A hardy environment— 
needing a hardy people and hard work, 
probably the reason why those who leave it 
to go overseas have often felt the smile of 
fortune on their toils. Possibly, too, the 
reason why its cattle have thrived in distant 
lands, from New Zealand to the United 
States, or from New Guinea to Argentina, 
showing the world what is meant by quality 
beef. 
Great Britain and Ireland 

Yes, the breed has spread throughout 
the world, but it has also spread in the 
United Kingdom and Eire. To-day the 
Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society can boast 
of a record membership, of record registra- 
tions, record transfers, and, except for 1946, 
a record number of exports. 

Aberdeen-Angus breeders sell their cattle 
to three markets. The export market, the 
home pedigree market, and the home com- 
mercial market. The first two make the 
records and are splashed across the news- 
papers, but it is the home commercial 
market which really indicates the true worth 
of the breed, for the ultimate aim of Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders lies in the butcher’s 
window and on the housewife’s table. 

1956 saw a recession in the United King- 
dom beef prices, following the importation 
of large quantities of meat from overseas. 
The outlook for pedigree breeders looked 
black, but for Aberdeen-Angus supporters, 
recent trends have clearly shown that if a 
recession has turned some farmers from 
beef cattle, it has turned others to the pro-

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duction of top quality beef. The outlook is 
“Black”. 

The principal pedigree heifer sales in 
October, to the surprise of many forecasters, 
showed increased averages over the 1955 
results. At the Perth Sale, 266 Females 
sold for £45,253;16/—, the average of 
£170:2:6d being a jump of £35 over last 
year’s trading. 

To prove that it was not just the pedigree 
breeders who were still interested in Aber- 
deen-Angus, the autumn sales of suckled 
calves showed a larger than ever margin in 
the prices paid for “Black” cross calves 
compared with crosses of other breeds—a 
margin which gave conclusive evidence of 
the turn to quality production. 

The evidence of the suckled calf sales and 
also, it might be mentioned, of the extra 
prices given for cattle with “Black” blood 
at the store or fat cattle auctions, is impor- 
tant and, to explain this, it is necessary to 
understand beef production in Great Britain. 
By far the largest percentage of fat cattle 
slaughtered are cross rather than purebred. 
This practice has grown up from the neces- 
sity of economic conditions and also to gain 
hybrid vigour. We have a large urban popu- 
lation, resulting in a large dairy industry. 
We have acres of rough grazing on hill 
land too, which are principally stocked with 
sheep but which need cattle to keep the 
bracken down and to provide a healthy 
balance for the flora and fauna. 

Economically, therefore, our beef must 
come in the main from crosses of pure beef 
bulls on to dairy or hill cows. Often the 
finished product is the result of a double 
cross, the first cross being put to an Aber- 
deen-Angus bull to supply the quality de- 
manded by the public. 

The fact that Aberdeen-Angus have with- 
stood better than any other breed the 
economic conditions prevailing in farming 
to-day is shown by the demand for the 
“Blacks” at the pedigree sales and for their 
crosses in the commercial markets, and in- 
dicates the place which the breed has estab- 
lished for itself in the agricultural pattern 
of these islands. 


The Past Year 


Figures of registrations and membership, 
sales and transfers, for the United Kingdom 
and Eire may seem a drop in the ocean of 
American statistics. They do, nevertheless, 
show the very healthy state of the breed 
and they do indicate that 1956 was another 
year of broken records. 

Whilst the final figures are not available 
at the time of writing, membership of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society stands at 
approximately 2,200, compared with 1,887 
at the same time last year. Registrations 
are approximately 8,500—beating the 1955 
record of 7,814. Transfer of ownership cer- 
tificates issued number 2,300, about 250 up 
on last year. There are now about 1500 
herds of pedigree cattle, not including the 
countless legions of commercial herds. 


The breed is now the most widely dis- 
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persed of all the beef breeds in Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland. Every single county in 
Ireland supports at least one “Black” herd, 
with only six out of seventy-five counties 
in Scotland and England in default, one of 
these being the county of London, which can 
hardly boast of one green field let alone 
cattle!! 


The past twelve months have witnessed 
other records and achievements. The 1956 
Smithfield Show is still to come as pen is 
put to paper, but in 1955 a pure Aberdeen- 
Angus once more gained for the breed the 
supreme honours on the hoof, whilst another 
pure Angus won the carcase championship 
and established an all-time record when it

Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Association 
3 February 18th, 1953 marked a milestone 
, in the history of the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
‘ in Canada. On that date, a plaque was un- 
veiled at the Ontario Agricultural College, 


Guelph, Ontario, to commemorate the estab- 
lishment on the Experimental Farm (as the 
institution at that time was known) of the 
first herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
North America and the birth on January 
12th, 1877, of Eyebright 2d, the first of the 
breed born in the New World. 


Considering the beef breeds of cattle in 
Canada, it is significant that though his- 
torically the youngest breed it has contrib- 
uted in no small measure to the advance- 
ment of the beef cattle industry in Canada. 
During its 78 years existence registrations 
have totalled over 150,000 and active mem- 
bership in the National Organization, based 
on an annual fee, has now reached approxi- 
mately 1400. Registrations during the five 
year period (1951-55 inclusive) have aver- 
aged 7540 while the figure for transfers is 


5632.

Possibly the most outstanding contribu- 
tion the Angus breed has made in this busi- 
ness of producing beef is related to carcass 


quality. The story of the winnings in car- 
cass competitions at Canada’s largest live- 
stock show—The Royal Agricultural Winter 
Fair at Toronto, is an enviable one, where 
steers wearing black hides have consistently 
won major awards. At the same exhibition 
Angus steers have captured a liberal share 
of top awards in singles, groups and car lots. 


The Angus breed is gaining a substantial 
foothold in Western Canada, There is an in- 
creasing demand for bulls of this breed for 
crossing under range conditions. This had 
its start some years ago when a number of 
the more progressive operators introduced 
the practice of breeding heifers to drop 
their first calves as two year olds. Fewer 
losses, both with calves and their mcthers, 
were experienced where Angus bulls were 
in service. 
It is of special interest to note that the 
tradition that the Angus breed lacks the 
ruggedness and ability to rustle, compared 
to other breeds, has proven false. This is the 
considered opinion of experienced ranchers

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who have had an opportunity for comparing 
the different breeds under exacting condi- 
tions of feed and climate, These same breed- 
ers are convinced that the Angus breed has 
an advantage in percentage calf crop, heavy 
weaning weights and immunity from blis- 
tered udders and teats as well as pink eye. 

It would appear that an enlarged trade 
for Angus bulls is possible of development 
provided pure-bred breeders make available 
the sort of bulls that appeal to the commer- 
cial breeder. 

It is not only in the sphere of range pro- 
duction that the “Doddies” are taking a 
prominent place in the commercial beef cat- 
tle industry in Canada. The Special Ca- 
nadian Issue of the “Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal” (September 1956) presents the story 
of “The Ontario Red Triangle Brand Beef”. 
This is a shining example of the adaptability 
of this utilitarian breed in the production of 
high quality beef through the use of farm- 
grown crops. 

This example is being repeated on farms 
stretching from the eastern seaboard west- 
ward to the fertile, high priced land in the 
Fraser Valley of British Columbia. 

While the expansion of the Angus breed 
in Canada has not been as spectacular as 
has been the case in the United States, it 
has nevertheless been a sound steady growth 
based on actual performance. This, it is 
suggested, may in the long run be no great 
disadvantage for the reason it offers a field 
for development in the future. 

The number of commercial herds is multi- 
plying and the breed is doing a first class 
job for their owners. It is, we believe, in the 
commercial field that the breed should find 
its greatest expansion in the years that lie 
ahead. 

There has been a most satisfactory devel- 
opment in the pure-bred Aberdeen-Angus 
business in Canada during the past decade. 
This is especiaily true in Ontario and to a 
lesser extent in Quebec and British Colum- 
bia. The largest number of outstanding reg- 
istered herds is centered in Ontario. The top 
cattle in these herds will compare favorably 
in type, quality and breeding with those of 
the same breed in other countries where the 
Angus breed is established. 

Upon this firm foundation of seed stock, 
coupled with the interest in and the bright 
outlook for the beef cattle industry in 
Canada rests the claim that this illustrious 
breed is on the march in Canada.

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Gift to University of Uruguay 


This prize winning Aberdeen-Angus bull has been presented to the University of the Republic of Uruguay for 
the establishment of an artificial insemination program. The bull was given by the philanthropist Jack Dan- 
ciger of Fort Worth. Accepting the bull, Prince 105 JD 2d, from Prince 105 SAF, is Alfonso Varlea of the 


Pan American Union. 


A North American philanthropist-rancher 
is aiding the University of the Republic of 
Uruguay to establish an artificial insemina- 
tion program through the gift of a son from 
Prince 105 SAF, considered by its owners 
to be the world’s most valuable bull at 
$300,000. 


Jack Danciger of Fort Worth paid 
$100,000 in January, 1955, for one-third in- 
terest in the Aberdeen-Angus bull. At that 
time he announced that as soon as possible 
he wanted to give one of the progeny to a 
Latin American University for this purpose. 


His gift is Prince 105 JD 2d, which was 
awarded the grand champion bull prize at 
the North Central Texas Fair and Rodeo in 
September. In addition to the bull, Danciger 
also is sending a registered Angus heifer to 
the university. Both are being sent to Ber- 
nardo Rosengurtt, dean of the agricultural 
department faculty. 


Alfonso Varela, agricultural engineer with 
the Department of Economics and Social 
Affairs, of the Pan American Union, Wash- 
ington, D. C. received the animals from 
Danciger at his 377 Ranch. Varlea went to 
Miami, Florida, where the cattle are to be 


flown to Montevideo November 30. 


Danciger for many years has been inter- 
ested in Latin-American agriculture and its 
institutions. He has made contributions of 
books and equipment to several institutions. 


He has operated a training program on 
his ranch near Fort Worth for young men 
from Latin-America, Several have come to 
Texas for periods ranging from several 
months to years. They have included all 
types of background. Some are finishing 
their high school education here before go- 
ing to college at Danciger’s expense. Others 
had finished college agricultural training 
and were training on the ranches as part of 
their graduate work.

With The Blacks In Argentina 


From Argentina comes the following interesting information 
from Mr. Luis J. Firpo, president of the Argentine Corporation of 
Aberdeen-Angus. 


At present, he reports, there are some 700 herds qualified and 
authorized to register cattle in the Argentine Herd Book. Today it 
is estimated that there are 4,000,000 cattle of Angus blood in the 
country, which includes both registered and commercial cattle. 


The progress made by the Angus breed in Argentina over the 
years is best illustrated, says Mr. Firpo, by the following table of 
registrations by the three beef breeds since 1920:

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Mr. Harold N. Sarina is the newly ap- 
pointed secretary and public relations offi- 
cer of The Aberdeen-Angus Society of Aus- 
tralia. The announcement was made by the 
Society’s president, Mr. R. C. N. Clarke. 

The Society’s office is situated on the 
third floor, A.N.Z. Bank Building, 7 Mac- 
quarie Place, Sydney. 

Until April 30 last year, when he resign- 
ed, Mr. Sarina, for a great number of years, 
was one of the three executive officers and 
Registrar of the Royal Agricultural Society 
of N.S.W. As Registrar, he was responsi- 
ble for the conduct of the secretarial duties 
and publications for some 35 stud stock 
societies. 

Mr. Clarke said that, in addition to his 
long experience with Royal Show functions, 
few, if any, have a greater knowledge of 
breed societies than Mr. Sarina. Further, he 
is well known throughout all states of the 
Commonwealth. 

Immediately following the 1954 Royal 
Easter Show, for a respite, Mr, Sarina spent 
six months overseas when he studied the 
conduct of Shows and breed societies’ affairs 
in Great Britain, Jersey and Guernsey Is- 
lands, Canada and America. No fewer than 
22 countries were visited. 

Mr. Clarke said that his Council is con- 
fident that beneficial results will accrue to 
the Aberdeen-Angus activities in conse- 
quence of Mr. Sarina’s appointment. 

— Australia — 


In a recent letter from Mr. Sarina he en- 
closed a pamphlet titled “Points for Young 
Judges in Beef Cattle Raising” with the 
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statement that this pamphlet has been very 
enthusiastically taken up by our young folk 
at Agricultural Colleges and Rural Schools 
in all States of the Commonwealth of 
Australia. 

He further stated that during this year, 
Aberdeen-Angus have done remarkably well 
in Fat Stock shows in every State, They 
have been the major carcass prize winners. 
At the last Sydney Annual Fat Stock Show 
Aberdeen-Angus annexed 47.61 per cent of 
the carcass prizes, as well as repeating their 
performance in gaining the first prize award 
in the pen of three steers, all breeds, most 
suitable for export. The steers were first 
judged on the hoof and later as carcasses— 
two distinct competitions. The same Aber- 
deen-Angus steers won the principal award 
in both. 


At the recent Melbourne Royal Show Ab- 
erdeen-Angus carcass was awarded the 
championship. The breed has gained this 
prize on four out of six yearly occasions. 
In the stud classes at the same Show 199 
entries were catalogued—creating a Royal 
Show record for the whole of Australia. At 
the present time more than half of our mem- 
bers are situated in Victoria, Melbourne be- 
ing the capital, our smallest State. The Vic- 
torians are signally keen on pasture im- 
provement with their smaller properties and 
the breed is making great strides. 


Although our membership strength is 
small—385, there is every indication that, 
with a concerted effort, next year (1957) we

expect to reach at least the 500 mark. Since 
July 1956 forty new members have been 
enrolled. 

The official office of the Society is situat- 
ed in Sydney but each of the six States has 
its own State committee functioning for the 
purpose of looking after local affairs. 

We register approximately 2,000 bulls and 
cows each year, the proportion being one in 
four, In addition, some 3,000 calves are an- 
nually recorded in the Progeny Register. 

At the moment, consideration is being 
given to: 1) the formation of a “set up” to 
look after the affairs of the Commercial 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders. 2) encouraging 
butchers to specialize in the sale of Aber- 
deen-Angus beef and Hotels and Restaurants 
to provide Aberdeen-Angus steaks for their 
clients. 

In the first instance, we propose to com- 
pile a list of commercial Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders and, from those who become mem- 
bers of the subsiduary organization, a Com- 
mittee will be elected. The list should pro- 
vide excellent material for publicity pur- 
poses, while the Committee will be able to 
bring out the advantages in breeding Aber- 
deen-Angus and Aberdeen-Angus crosses. 

Much difficulty may be experienced in the 
second proposal—particularly from the point 
of view of continuity of supply. On the 
other hand, all well worth-while ventures 
have a small beginning and, with the neces- 
Sary enthusiasm and energy we may reach 
our objective. 

This Society is most favourably disposed 
in recognizing the registrations of your 
American Society. It is at present under dis- 
cussion and a definite decision will be reach-

A 20-year-old 4-H club member who is making a career of rais- 
ing high quality animals exhibited the champion Aberdeen-Angus 
in the junior division of the American Royal Livestock Show this 
year at Kansas City. 

G. Eldridge Drury of Galva, Iowa earned the blue ribbon in 
competition with 27 other 4-H and Future Farmers of America 
members who entered the Angus class. Drury, the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Grover E. Drury, won the same honors last year when the 
junior heifer class was inaugurated at the annual midwest livestock 
extravaganza. 

Drury’s prize heifer, Blackbird Progress 3d DAF, was sired by 
Black Conquestor, the All American Futurity Supreme Champion 
in 1951 owned by Enoch and Robert Johnson of Arthur, Iowa. Her 
dam is a member of the Johnson Blackbird Progress line which is 
rapidly gaining fame in show cattle circles. 


Young Drury, who helps his family tend a 320 acre farm about 
55 miles east of Sioux City, Iowa, graduated from Galva Consoli- 
dated School in 1954 and is a past president of the Galva Gophers

The young Angus enthusiast is extremely interested in 
the nutritional elements of feeding cattle and plans to include an 
antibiotic such as Aureomycin in his feed rations this year. 

In addition to earning his second straight blue ribbon, Drury 
also was presented with a registered bred Angus heifer by the An- 
imal Feed Department of American Cyanamid Company. 


The prize animal, Barbara of BAF 22, is a senior yearling bred 
by the Bradley Angus Farms of Calhoun, Missouri, Sired by Prince 
30 of RLS and out of Barbara of BAF 7, it is bred to Prince Eric 
of Hillside 3d and is due to calve early in December. 


The presentation by American Cyanamid Company is part of a 
program initiated by the company at the American Royal this year 
to assist and encourage young livestock producers. Under the new 
program, all 4-H and Future Farmers of America members show- 
ing champions in the junior heifer, lamb and hog classes received 
pure bred animals of the same breed exhibited in recognition of 
their achievements. 


The Judge at the junior heifer division this year was Dr. A, J. 
Dyer, Professor of Animal Husbandry at the University of Missouri. 

Drury became interested in raising Angus cattle about four 
years ago and now has 30 cows and calves. He also helps feed 
about 100 fat cattle every year and raises some hogs. 


Drury began his 4-H club work some eight years ago and was 
interested primarily in feeding baby beeves. In 1951 a Drury-owned 
calf was Grand Champion at the Ida County fair. In 1952 a pure- 
bred Angus calf that Drurys purchased was Reserve Champion 
Angus at the same show and went on to stand third in the summer 
yearling class in the Junior Show at the International. He was 
also one of the ten best head representing Iowa, winners that year. 


These achievements convinced Drury and his father that it 
might be interesting as well as profitable to attempt raising their 
own calves. They decided that it would be best to buy a couple of 
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purebred cows from a well-established breeder. At the same time 
they realized that in order to start a purebred herd, the foundation 
stock must be of high quality and breeding. They turned to Enoch 
and Bob Johnson, veteran breeders known throughout the country. 

The Johnsons were more than helpful and were very interested 
in seeing that the father-son partnership got the high quality and 
breeding in which they were interested. The Drurys and Johnsons 
decided on two heifers to head the foundation stock. These heifers 
were sold bred to Black Conquestor and with the agreement that 
they could be bred back to him after their first calves were born. 
Later, other high-quality foundation stock was also purchased from 
the Johnsons. 

The Drurys decided to try showing some of their young pure- 
bred heifers in 4-H. In 1955 they showed the Champion Angus 
female in the 4-H at the lowa State Fair and the Junior Show at 
the American Royal in Kansas City. The 1956 show season proved 
to be a repeat performance of the previous year at both of the 
shows. Both champion heifers, Ethelda E of DAF and Blackbird 


Progress 3d DAF, were daughters of Black Conquestor, a champion 
in his own right and the sire of numerous other champions. The 
dams of these two champion 4-H heifers were the criginal two 
foundation cows purchased by the Drurys when they started in 1952. 

The dam of this year’s champion 4-H heifer is one of the famous 
Johnson Blackbird Progress family. She is closely related to many 
champions, among them being a maternal sister to the dam of the 
1955 Denver Grand Champion Cow, Blackbird Progress E&B 9th. 
The other foundation cow, an Ethelda Erica and a fine brood cow, 
has claim to only one champion Ethelda E of DAF. However, ac- 
cording to the Drurys, this family will be heard from in the near 
future. 

The Drurys herd now numbers some 20 brood cows to calve next 
year. In addition, they have for a herd bull, Prince E&B 257th, who 
is a full brother to Prince E&B 25th, the 1954 Denver Grand Cham- 
pion Bull. His first get was dropped this year and looks very 
promising. Some of these calves will be shown by the Drury An- 
gus Farm during the coming show season.

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NEW CORN YIELD RECORD 
MADE ON FAMED MORROW 
TEST PLOTS AT URBANA 


A new record corn yield was made on the 
famed University of Illinois Morrow plots 
this year when a plot of land that had 
g-own corn continuously since 1876 pro- 
duced 128 bushels an acre. This plot had 
received a treatment of manure-lime-phos- 
phate since 1904 plus extra nitrogen, pot- 
ash and phosphate in 1955 and 1956. 


Perhaps even more startling were the 
results on another plot that yielded 113 
bushels an acre. This land had also been 
cropped to corn for 81 years but had, had 
no plant food treatment until 1955. For 


the past two years, it has received lime, 
nitrogen, phosphate and potash. 

The 1956 yields show that low yields 
caused by continuous cropping of corn were 
due to loss of plant food nutrients and not 
to changes in the physical condition of the 
soil, M. B. Russell, head of the agronomy 
department at the University points out. 

Changes have taken place in the physical 
condition of the plots that have been in 
continuous corn. Organic matter is lower 
and the soil is harder to work than on plots 
in a corn-oats-meadow rotation. But Russell 
says these changes in physical condition 
have not been a major factor in affecting 
yields when enough plant food has been sup- 
plied.

AMERICAN HYBRID CORN BOOSTS 
YIELDS IN INDIA 


The best adapted American hybrids when 
used with good production practices could 
double the average yields of all corn grown 
in India. This is the conclusion of R. W. 
Jugenheimer, University of Illinois profes- 
sor of plant genetics, who just returned 
from an inspection trip of the hybrid corn 
development program in India. 

Going hand in hand with suitable hybrids 
is determining the best production practices. 
Such things as we take for granted in this 
country are still unknown in India. Ex- 
periments are under way to find out the best 
time of planting, rate of planting, use of 
fertilizers and even best direction of rows. 
It is common practice for Indian farmers to 
broadcast corn by hand and plant it too 
thickly.

Soil bank developments include a USDA 
decision to offer a 10% incentive for grow- 
ers to keep allotment acres in the reserve 
for two years and more. Idea is to encourage 
longer-term banking of the same acres, 
avoiding rotations that Mr. Benson thinks 
won’t buy much reduction in output for the 
government. 

Under the incentive plan, a farmer who 
keeps the same fields in the acreage reserve 
for 1957 and 1958 will get 10¢ on the dollar 
additional payment in the second year. 

Details haven’t been worked out, and 
there hadn’t been an announcement at press 
time, but officials have now decided defi- 
nitely to make payments next year on the 
basis of individual farm yields. A farmer 
whose average yield runs higher than that 
in his county, in other words, will get above- 
average payment on banked acres. 

Unit payment rates in 1957 have now 
been set for Southern crops as well as wheat 
($1.20 per bu.) and corn (90¢) at about the 
same levels as last year. You can look for a 
loud squawk about this from Southern law- 
makers who figure growers in Dixie have 
been getting the short end of the deal. 

Increase in rates on Southern crops might 
mean fewer payments elsewhere in the 
country, since the law limits the total that 
can be spent on the bank.

FEEDING VALUE OF BALED 
ALFALFA EQUAL TO SILAGE 

The feeding value of bailed alfalfa equals 
that of alfalfa stored in an upright silo, 
according to comparative trials conducted 
by W. C. McCone of the South Dakota 
Agricultural Experiment Station last year. 

McCone said that his comparisons were 
made between the baled alfalfa, alfalfa 
silage stored in an upright silo, silage stored 
in a trench silo, and silage stored in a pile 
on the ground. He measured each in terms 
of the dry matter content of alfalfa avail- 
able at storage time which it took to make 
100 pounds of beef. 

Average per head daily gains for all 
cattle were very similar; however, the total 
gain varied greatly due to the length of 
feeding periods. Alfalfa silage lasted 163 
days in the upright silo, 95 days in the piled 
alfalfa, and 111 days in the trench silo. 
Steers on the baled alfalfa made similar 
daily gains as those fed alfalfa from the up- 
right silo, and they did so in an equal length 
of time.

imals with those of his fellow producers and 
to exchange ideas. There is no higher 
achievement than that of breeding and fit- 
ting a champion—an animal representing 
an ideal which has been produced through 
intelligent breeding and then fitted to the 
height of perfection. Boys and girls 4-H 
club work and boys FFA projects have af- 
forded an unusual opportunity for such 
training. In general, terminal markets have 
recognized these facts, and have led the way 
in sponsoring livestock shows, especially fat 
stock shows.

A & M WIND TUNNEL AID 
TO AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH 

Talk about wind tunnels to most people 
and they immediately think about tests on 
high-speed aircraft and missles. At Colo- 
rado A & M College, it’s a different story 
as work progresses toward completion of an 
entirely unique research installation. 

Gradually taking form under the roof of 
A & M’s three-story Industrial Research 
building is a giant wind tunnel that will 
help supply the answers to a number of 
problems of vital concern to farmers and 
ranchers as Well as to industry. 

Here, when proposed future development 
of the tunnel is complete, A & M research- 
ers will be able to study moisture evapora- 
tion from soils; methods of moisture con- 
servation through improved practices of 
tillage, mulching, irrigation and wind ero- 
sion control; better windbreaks, possible use 
of chemicals to retard evaporation; environ- 
mental studies on plants and animals and 
their relationships to wind velocity, humid- 
ity and temperature. It will also permit en- 
gineers to insure location of farm buildings 
in areas most protected from wind, drifting 
snow and sand. 

On the industrial side, studies will be 
possible on atmospheric pollution due to air- 
borne wastes encountered in industrial are- 
as; dispersal of fog occurring over airports. 
Studying effects of a great variety of earth 
topographies will also permit engineers to 
improve design of large warehouses, suspen- 
sion bridges, tall smoke stacks and other 
structures affected by wind pressures. 

The new tunnel’s basic structure was be- 
gun last July 1, to be built over a 2-year 
period, under a grant from the Air Force 
Cambridge Research Center. In addition to 
an investment of about $40,000 for construc- 
tion, the college will be furnished equipment 
to power the 160-foot long tunnel under 
terms of the grant. Included will be a motor- 
generator set, 350-horsepower DC motor, a 
10-foot, 4-bladed variable pitch propeller 
and other equipment that will probably rep- 
resent a $60,000 total value. 


Among organizations currently evaluating 
possibilities of desired research in their 
fields through use of the tunnel are the 
Army Chemical Corps, Atomic Energy Com-

mission, U. S. Weather Bureau and the 
Agricultural Research Service. 

The tunnel’s test section will measure 6 
feet square and 80 feet long, with an 18- 
foot square intake section. Wind speed will 
be variable, from .1 feet per second to 150 
feet per second. The test section will be 
equipped with an electrically heated floor 
to allow duplication of heat transfer from 
earth to atmosphere. 

Research sponsored by several govern- 
ment agencies has been carried out at A & 
M during the last 7 years in an old wind 
tunnel rapidly being dwarfed by the new 
one rising beside it. Since 1949, financial 
sponsorship of research dealing with evap- 
oration of water and heat transfer has 
amounted to $250,000. The original tunnel 
was built under the direction of Dr. M. L. 
Albertson of the A & M engineering faculty 
and was financed by a grant from the Office 
of Naval Research. 

The new tunnel was designed by Jack E. 
Cermak, associate professor of civil en- 
gineering. Assisting him was Aristoklos 
Spengos, assistant engineer and Benoyandra 
Chanda, formerly a mechanical engineering 
teacher in Calcutta’s College of Engineering 
and Technology, India. He has been study- 
ing toward a Ph.D. degree at Colorado A & 
M for the past year. 

The Industrial Research building which 
houses the tunnel was donated to Colorado 
A & M Col.ege by the federal government 
after Worle War II. All research conducted 
through use of the wind tunnel facility to 
date has been financed by grants to the 
Colorado A & M Research Foundation.

CATTLE GROUP TO FIGHT 
RAIL FREIGHT INCREASE 

Statistical information and other argu- 
ments are being compiled this week for a 
formal objection by the American National 
Cattlemen’s Association to proposed in- 
creases totaling 22 percent in rail freight 
rates for livestock and livestock products. 

Radford S. Hall, executive secretary, 
states that the American National’s op- 
position will be conducted by Charles E. 
Blaine, Phoenix, Ariz., the association’s traf- 
fic manager, in cooperation with Charles A. 
Stewart of the Texas and Southwestern 
Cattle Raisers Association, Lee J. Quasey, 
National Live Stock Producers Association, 
and many state utility commissions. 

Blaine explained that two separate peti- 
tions for increases, one for 15 percent and 
another for seven percent, by major eastern 
and western railroads have been combined 
into one proceeding by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. Filing of evidence and 
arguments will continue into February. 

Opposition to the proposed fare hikes will 
be based upon the low or non-existant in- 
come situation prevailing throughout the 
livestock industry, the fact that the suggest- 
ed rate would be about 130 percent more than 
livestock shippers paid 10 years ago, and 
that railroads may “price themselves out of 
the market” and thus offer decreasingly 
effective service. 
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le ANYONE has any doubts of our being 
in an age of rapid and drastic changes, all 
they have to do is read the papers, listen 
to the radio and watch television. I some- 
times wonder if all the changes that are 
taking place are, in the long run, going to 
be an improvement over what we have had 
in the past. There is no doubt, of course, 
that some of them will be. I wonder 
particularly, if in the aggregate, mankind 
in general is really happier, more content 


and better satisfied than were the people 
of past generations. In connection with the 
above, I should like to present a few ques- 
tions which give me cause to ponder and I 
believe that there are others who are more 
or less uncertain about them also. I am 
not going to attempt to answer any of 
them because for Some of them I have no 
answer and I am not too sure that my 
opinions about some of the others are cor- 
rect. I am posing these questions simply 
because I think the answer to some of 
them, at least, will seriously effect the 
future of all or nearly all of our people, 
and will have an influence on those engaged 
in agriculture, particularly the livestock 
phase of it. Needless to say, that if any- 
one reading these lines should be so kind 
as to give me their ideas about some or all 
of the questions asked in this article, I 
shall consider it a favor. 


To begin with, the lives of most of us are 
much more complicated than they were a 
few generations ago. For example, if we 
have more money to spend we have a 
much greater need for money. And if we 
have a lot of time for recreation, are we any 
happier than we would be in doing work 
which we enjoy? If we get around with 
greater speed, what, in the long run, do we 
gain by it? At least, do we gain enough 
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to offset the damage and loss of life that 
is caused by excessive speed on our high- 
ways and by other means of transportation. 

It is true that today one farmer can 
produce as much with modern machinery 
as could be produced by five in the same 
length of time only a decade or so ago. 
But is this farmer any better off if he is 
not able to sell what he produces at a profit 
because of the agricultural surplus, It is 
also true that much more livestock, which 
produces both meat and milk, can be main- 
tained in our country today because of 
improved yields per acre of feed crops and 
by the reclaiming of arid lands by irrigation 
and other means of reclamation. But if 
the produce of our livestock, because of a 
burdensome supply, must sell below cost

of production, what will the ultimate out- 
come of this phase of agriculture be? 

We know that the application of science 
has greatly increased and will, no doubt, 
continue to increase the yield per acre in 
nearly all of our farm crops. But is this 
increased yield going to continually depress 
the price of these products, making it 
impossible for the farmer to operate with- 
out government aid? Will it become a 
recognized and generally accepted policy 
that agriculture can not exist without 
government subsidies? Or will the increase 
that is taking place in the population of 
our country and in the whole world offset 
our increased production of food products? 

In the purebred livestock field, which 
most interests me, there are a number of 
changes which have come about since I 
first knew anything about the business, 
some of which I know have been beneficial. 
But there are others of which I am not so 
sure and I am wondering if there are some 
among my readers who are in the same 
position. 

What effect, for example, will the present 
trend away from too much fat in our meat 
animals, have on the production of improved 
meat animals. Will it mean that much of 
the thought and effort that has been ex- 
erted, for the last one hundred years or 


more in the improvement of our meat 
animals, been in vain and that in order to 
avoid fat consumers will be satisfied with 
the meat from poorer quality animals which 
do not readily take on fat. It has been 
generally accepted for a great many years, 
that in order to obtain the best quality in 
our meat a certain amount of fat is neces- 
sary. It is, of course, reasonable that 
consumers should object to overfat animals, 
particularly those on which the fat is not 
well distributed and perhaps that is what 
is meant by reducing the fat in our meat. 
The answer to this should be simple because 
all that would be necessary would be to feed 
our animals shorter periods. This again 
poses questions. Would there be as much 
need for feed such as our basic crop, corn, 
which is now being produced in surplus of 
our needs? And what about the showrings 
where the tendency is, everything else being 
equal, to give preference to the fatter 
animals? Everyone is agreed, I think, 
that over ripeness is not desirable in our 
meat animals. 


Another question is, in beef cattle, are 
we being forced to breed one kind of cattle 
for the showring and another kind for 
practical commercial purposes. On the 
contrary, is not the showring intended to 
set the pace and show the producer the type 
and conformation which will give him the 
best results from his market animals? As 
directly effects the purebred breeder, 
particularly the Aberdeen-Angus breeder, 
are the following questions. Is there any 
rhyme or reason for one animal out-selling 
another of equal quality and perhaps of 
better breeding simply because it carries a 
family name which is currently what might 
be called fashionable or preferred? Does 
such a practice have any bearing whatso- 
ever on the general improvement of our 
livestock which, according to my under- 
standing, is the sole purpose of the pure- 
bred industry? Another question which 
effects purebred breeders is why animals 
of equal breeding and of equal individuality 
will, in one sale, average two thousand 
dollars and in another only average a few 
hundred dollars? 

Another question which seems of vital 
importance to me is whether there is not 
likely to be an abuse of the artificial 
insemination method of breeding. Will there 
not be a tendency, in the long run, for this 
to prove detrimental? We know, for 
example, that to get the best results the 
breeder must study the results he receives 
from certain matings. One sire may mate 
to good advantage with a certain female 
and not produce good results when mated 
with a different one. When breeding one 
sire promiscuously by means of artificial 
insemination, which is possible to a very 
large group of females, is there not a 
strong likelihood that some, if not many, 
in this large group may not mate or nick 
to advantage with the particular sire used? 

If our association is going to recognize 
artifical insemination, should its use not

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When Cows Abort 
Since there are at least eighteen possible 
causes, it’s sometimes hard to decide on 
which one to blame when a cow aborts. 
However, an owner can be sure that he 
isn’t going to make anything by spending 
money for remedies before he knows what 


is responsible for trouble. The following 
list includes the commoner causes of abor- 
tion by cattle: 

1. Bang’s Disease. It must always be 
considered when abortions occur in up- 
tested herds, even on farms where a pro- 
gram of calfhood vaccination is being fol- 
lowed. 

2. Vibriosis. Sometimes causes abortions 
in Bang’s-free herds and leads to condemna- 
tion of the blood test as being inaccurate. 

3. Trichomoniasis. Although usually as- 
sociated with abortions during the first 
sixty to ninety days, it may also be respon- 
sible for those occurring in the latter half 
of pregnancy. 

4. Leptospirosis. Sometimes a number of 
abortions is the only indication that this 
disease exists in a herd. 

5. Virus abortion. May or may not be as- 
sociated with a vulvo-vaginitis. As a mat- 
ter of fact, there may be two or more of 
these diseases. 

6. Lowland abortions. The cause is un- 
known, but abortions occur only when cat- 
tle are pastured on marshy areas where 
wild plants and grasses are growing. 

7. High body temperatures. These fre- 
quently go along with diseases like ship- 
ping fever, virus diarrhea, mucosal disease, 
and mastitis. 

8. Various types of yeasts and molds. 
These affect the reproductive organs and 
may be spread by diseased bulls. 

9. Injuries. May be due to slipping on 
ice, fighting, etc. but much more often due 
to such things as jamming in narrow door- 
ways and kicks by horses. 

10. Uterine damage. When infection, de- 
livery of a calf, or faulty “cleaning” has 
destroyed part of the uterine lining, it may 
afterward be impossible for a cow to carry 
her calf beyond a certain stage of develop- 
ment. 

11. Artificial insemination of pregnant 
cows. Poking an inseminating tube through 
a cervical seal invites an abortion. 

12. Poisoning by chemicals. Possibilities 
include iodides, lead, flourine, mercury, ni- 
trates, etc. found in medicines, sprays, seed 
treatments, fertilizers, and other compounds 
used on farms. 

13. Poisoning by plants. The list of pos- 
sibilities will be largely dependent on the 
location of the farm. 

14. Starvation. Cows reproduce as a sec- 
ondary activity, and will often abort if ra- 
tions are poor or there simply isn’t food

15. Excessive bleeding. Abortions result 
because a shortage of blood allows the un- 
born calves to suffocate. May follow such 
things as dehorning or bad wire cuts. 

16. Hormonal upsets. Since all of the 
hormones are interrelated, too much or too 
little of any certain one may disturb all the 
others so an abortion occurs. 

17. Lethal factors. These are inherited 
and some of the commoner ones are “dough- 
nut skull”, “bulldog head”, and “short 
spine”. 

18. Vaccination. Most often thought of 
in connection with the use of Bang’s vac- 
cine on females in the latter stages of preg- 
nancy, but may also follow vaccination with 
any type of living organism that causes a 
high fever that lasts for two or three days.

ABERDEEN-ANGUS BREEDERS 
HEADING FOR DENVER JAN. 11 


The top Aberdeen-Angus breeders of the 
nation will be heading for Denver, Colorado 
soon. Early entries for the 51st National 
Western Stock Show indicated that most of 
the veteran exhibitors would again be try- 
ing for honors with many new comers mak- 
ing a bid for National Western premiums 
for the first time.

HORMONE IMPLANTING FOOLS 
HEIFER BUYERS 

A possibility that cattle graders may be 
fooled frequently in the live grading of 
heifers treated with the hormone, die- 
thylstilbestrol, comes out of a report made 
by three University of Illinois researchers, 
A. L. Neumann, W. W. Albert, and B. C. 
Breidenstein. Appearing before the annual 
meeting of the American Society of Animal 
Production, the three presented a paper on 
results to date in a study of time and 
method of hormone administration for beef 
heifers.

The supreme champion on the hoof was 
“Highland Princess”, a blue-grey heifer 
shown by Mr. A. H. Stobo, Fishwick, Ber- 
wick-on-Tweed, which had been champion 
at the Scottish National Fat Stock Show 
the previous week. In the auction ring, she 
was sold to a firm of Nottingham butchers 
for £1600, a new record price for the show. 

The Aberdeen-Angus superiority was well 
marked in the live inter-breed classes, where, 
out of 10 first awards, pure and cross-bred 
Blacks won seven places, The breed cham- 
pion, Messrs. Sainsbury’s steer “Prinjet of 
Kinermony” was awarded the King’s Cup 
for the best beast in the show bred by ex- 
hibitor. This steer, which was withdrawn 
from the Scottish National Show after it 
slipped and strained a tendon while enter- 
ing the ring, was sired by “Newhouse Es- 
pirus”, out of “Princivala of Kinermony”. 

The judge, Dean A. D. Weber, of Kansas 
State College, U.S.A., picked out the Angus 
team to win the Duke of Norfolk Cup. This 
trophy is awarded to the breed showing the 
best. team of three pure-bred steers, and 
since its inception six years ago, the Cup 
has been won four times by Aberdeen- 
Angus, The breed team comprised the three 
leaders of the yearling steer class, viz: 
Messrs. Sainsbury’s “Prinjet of Kinermony”, 
Cooper, McDougall & Robertson’s “Petro of 
Auldich”, and an unnamed steer from Mr. 
Tom Mann, Cooklands. Reserve award on 
this occasion went to the Shorthorn team. 

In the carcass competition, the Blacks 
came close to sweeping the boards entirely. 
In addition to winning the championship and 
reserve awards, Aberdeen-Angus and their 
crosses won the first prize in all but one of 
the classes. Of the 29 prize tickets awarded, 
no fewer than 22 went to pure or cross 
Angus. 

The champion carcass came from a pure- 
bred Aberdeen-Angus, shown and bred by 
Mr. J. H. Cridlan, of Remenham Farm, 
Henly-on-Thames. This admirable carcass, 
which weighed 588 lbs., with a live weight 
of 8 ewts. 1 qr. 11 lbs., and a killing-out 
percentage of 62.89, was the product of a 
21-month-old steer sired by “Evan Cavalier 
of Dalmeny”. In reserve position was an- 
other pure-bred, exhibited by Lower Bowden 
Ltd., Pangbourne, Berks, This 472-lbs. car- 
cass, which killed out at 62.19%, came from 
a 10-month-old steer sired by “Cameron of 
Hatchgate”.

Insulin Test Showing Great Promise 


In Detecting Dwarf Carrier Animals 


That dwarfism—a troublesome plague in 
the cattle industry for several years—may 
be about ready to bow out of the picture was 
suggested recently in Chicago. The occasion 
was the 48th annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Society of Animal Production, Speak- 
ing before this group Bill Foley of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri told of the progress 
made in on-the-farm insulin tests to detect 
dwarf carriers. A story on the University of 
Missouri insulin test appeared in the Sep- 
tember JOURNAL, page 206. 

On-the-farm trials of a relatively simple 
and inexpensive test are proving successful 
under practical conditions, it was brought 
out. 

Results from these field trials have up- 
held original experimental results secured 
from tests with university beef cattle herds 
where carrier animals were detected suc- 
cessfully, The test was first announced in 
mid-summer. 

The test, using insulin injections, is a re- 
sult of research work carried by a team of 
four university graduate students under the 
guidance of Lasley and D. T. Mayer, agri- 
cultural chemistry department staff mem- 
bers. Students developing the test were Bill 
Foley, Goodman; John Massey, Lebanon; 
Art Johnson, Kansas City, and Mike Mili- 
cevic, Lake Wales, Florida. 

Foley, now a university staff member, 
acted as spokesman for the group and re- 
ported on field tests at the A.S.A.P. meeting. 

Using the test, Lasley and his four stu- 
dents found highly significant differences 
between “carrier” pedigree “clean” 
cows, and dwarf calves when the test was 
applied to each. 

Lasley described a known “carrier 
as an animal that has produced a dwarf calf. 
A “clean” cow is one that has never pro- 
duced a dwarf. 

Since August 1, the Missouri workers have 
been testing known carrier cows and pedi- 
gree clean animals in privately-owned com- 
mercial and pure-bred beef cattle herds over 
the state. Altogether, more than 175 animals 
have been tested. 

“Results of these field tests are highly en- 
couraging,” Lasley said, “and we feel we

are definitely making progress on the 
problem.” 
The test, as developed in Missouri, uses 


insulin injections as a means of putting an- 
imals to be tested under stress. In original 
testing at the university, such injections 
brought a strong and swift increase in a 
number of white blood cells in the blood 
stream of pedigree-clean animals. 

Reaction in animals known to have pro- 
duced a dwarf calf was noticeably slower 


and weaker. And, Lasley said, the white 


blood cell count of a dwarf under insulin 
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stress increased very little and at a very 
slow rate when compared to a clean animal. 

Variations in the kind and number of 
white blood cells are the key to the test, 


Lasley noted. 


In one field test, 16 Hereford cows in a 
commercial purebred herd were used. Eight 
were known carriers and eight had a dwarf- 
free pedigree, Lasley said. Using the test, 
these 16 cows were separated accurately 


with one exception — one pedigree — clean 
cow tested similar to carrier animals. 

This cow could have been a carrier or 
some other unknown factor could have 
caused a response similar to carrier animals. 
In the many cattle the Missouri group has 
tested, only a few individuals have failed to 
give a clean-cut test. 

A retest on these individuals has been of 
value in the final interpretation of the test. 

Some Angus cows have also been tested 
by the Missouri workers. In general, the 
Angus responded in a similar manner to 
Herefords. 

In his report to the society, Foley de- 
scribed the method used by the university

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team in conducting the carrier-detecting test. 

The first step in the test is to draw a 
blood sample from the jugular vein. Then, 
using the bleeding needie, insulin is injected 
into the blood stream. 

Following the insulin injection, two addi- 
tional blood samples are taken at exactly 
one and two hours after the insulin treat- 
ment. These blood samples are used to trace 
the pattern and speed of the white blood 
cell increase and the changes in different 
kinds of cells. 

In the testing process, extreme care is 
taken to insure that all of the insulin is 
given intraveneously. And, a commercial in- 
sulin preparation containing zine insulin 
crystals is used since slower acting insulin 
forms might not give the desired response. 

The Missouri group stressed the impor- 
tance of the correct, insulin dosage, of the 
timing of drawing the blood samples, and of 
making accurate white blood cell counts. 
The cell counts can be made on the farm 
but practice is needed to make counts cor- 
rectly. This is especially true on the second 
and third blood samples where the impor- 
tant cells could be easily overlooked. 

The group remains optimistic over the 
test’s possibilities, Both Hereford and An- 
gus breeders have shown great interest and 
have offered the use of their herds and 
facilities to conduct additional research, 
Foley said. 

Interest has remained high in the test be- 
cause it’s the first method that has been 
developed to test mature as well as young 
animals. 

Lddindeuiainiie 
GRASS SEED CARRYOVER WILL 
STRETCH SUPPLIES 

Farmers may find some legume and grass 
seed hard to get for 1957 planting. But 
total supplies due to carryover should be 
adequate, even though dry weather cut 
production this year, says Earl Spurrier, 
University of Illinois agronomist. 

You should be able to get all the alfalfa 
and red clover you'll need, even though the 
seed crop was smaller this year. Sweet 
clover could be a little hard to find because 
of smaller acreage and lower yiélds. 

Spurrier suggests that farmers wanting 
to seed bromegrass should locate their 
source of seed now. Producers harvested 
one-fourth less seed this year and the small- 
est crop in eight years. Only half as much 
Kentucky bluegrass seed was produced this 
year as last. Carryover is the largest in 
five years. 

Timothy also suffered from dry weather, 
and growers harvested a 45 percent smaller 
seed crop. More encouraging is the orchard- 
grass seed picture. The crop is two percent 
larger than last year, and imports have been 
high. This grass will make a good substitute 
for brome or other grasses. 

Stocks of fescue, bentgrass, perennial rye- 
grass, annual ryegrass and sudan grass left 
over from last year will help to fill the 
shortage in the 1956 grass seed crop, 
Spurrier says.

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AVOID NITRATE EXCESS IN 
RATION FOR CATTLE 


Even though forms of non-protein nitro- 
gen, such as urea, can be used to advantage 
in livestock rations, ruminant animals can 
tolerate only limited amounts, according to 
Dr. M. E. Muhrer, chairman of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri agricultural chemistry 
department. 


Muhrer says large quantities of nitrate 
have proven to be toxic to man and other 
animals. This toxicity is greatest for rumi- 
nants because the rumen reduces nitrate to 
nitrite—many times more toxic. 


Feed manufacturers are often blamed for 
livestock losses from nitrate poisonings, 
Muhrer says, when the source is usually 
elsewhere. 


He points out that livestock can get ni- 
trate from fertilizers that they may find 
stored or carelessly spread. Water supplies 
are sometimes the source of toxic amounts 
of nitrate. 


However, more often it’s the forage that 
carries the toxic amount of nitrate to the 
ruminant animal. 


Nitrate will concentrate in forage plants 
— especially cereal grasses — grown on soil 
high in nitrate when growing conditions are 
unfavorable. According to the chemist, 
severe drouth and high temperatures pro- 
duce conditions favorable for nitrate accu- 
mulations.

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Brothers of Anoka Farms while the Grand 
Champion steer of the Junior Show was 
shown by Donald Pullen of Granton, On- 
tario, who received the Queen’s Guineas 
award for his achievement. The Queen’s 
Fifty Guineas is an award to the exhibitor 
of the 4-H Champion Baby Beef, the award 
deriving from a fund established by the late 
King Edward VII when he was Prince of 
Wales. Pullen’s steer was sired by Eileen- 
mere of Gladmere. 

In addition to showing the Grand Cham- 
pion steer of the open show, the Edwards 
Brothers were responsible for breeding the 
Champion and Reserve Champion carcasses 
of the show. The Champion steer which the 
Edwards Brothers showed was a summer 
yearling bred by L. V. Wright of Streets- 
ville, Ontario.

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BREEDING BIG FACTOR 
IN MEAT TENDERNESS 


Research by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture shows that meat tenderness is 
inherited in animals and can be passed to 
succeeding generations through selective 
breeding. 

Scientists of USDA’s Agricultural Re- 
search Service are studying the heritability 
of tenderness as one approach to the pro- 
duction of animals that will consistently 
produce tender meat. They are also trying 
to develop a quick, reliable test for tender- 
ness that can be used on live animals. One 
method now being explored involves biopsy 
samples—taking samples of live muscle tis- 
sue for laboratory analysis. Such a test 
would make slaughter unnecessary, and an- 
imals showing desirable tenderness charac- 
teristics could be used as breeding stock. 

Tenderness experiments at USDA’s Agri- 
cultural Research Center, Beltsville, Md., 
have been made so far chiefly with rabbits 
and to a lesser extent with beef cattle. Ten- 
derness in rabbits was found to have a 
“heritability factor” of about 53 percent, 
and in beef cattle about 41 percent. These 
percentages represent the degree to which 
tenderness is determined by genetic differ- 
ences, Other factors, which also greatly in- 
fluence meat tenderness in individual an- 
imals, include age, sex, management prac- 
tices, and fatness.

JOHNSON WORKMAN OF 
RUSSELL, KANSAS, DIES 

Johnson Workman of Russell, Kansas, 
one of the real pioneers in the promotion of 
both commercial and purebred Angus, died 
November 30 at the Robinson Clinic in Kan- 
sas City. Mr. Workman was 79 years old. 


He was born October 19, 1877, at Lyon, 
Kansas. In 1910 he moved to Russell where 
he bred Angus cattle until he retired in 
1950. During these years he helped organize 
the Kansas Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation serving on the board of directors 
for many years and also serving as presi- 
dent and secretary at varicus times, Mr. 
Workman also served on the board of direc- 
tors of the National Angus Association. 

It was through his top feeder calves that 
Johnson Workman achieved a national repu- 
tation, At the American Royal in Kansas 
City from 1912 to 1941 Workman-bred Angus 
won many championships and set several 
price records during this period. These 
Workman Blacks went into top corn belt 
feedlots and went on to establish further 
records in International carlot champion- 
ships. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Mae 
Workman of Russell, Kansas; two daugh- 
ters—Mrs. Dowtz Bolton of La Grande, 
Oregon, and Mrs. Jane Miller of Great Bend, 
Kansas; and a son, Kale Workman of 
Olathe, Kansas. 

Many older JOURNAL readers will re- 
member Johnson Workman’s practical and 
pungent editorial contributions from time 
to time. He would stress the need of get- 
ting more good Angus calves into the hands 
of good feeders and letting the Blacks make 
a name for themselves through their supe- 
rior, bred-in beef qualities. 

The Angus breed owes a debt of gratitude 
to the stimulating gentleman from Russell, 
Kansas.

sold for £1922:8/—, which, at 534 lbs., was 


72/-per lb. This animal, a heifer, had a live 
weight of 7 cwts. 1 qr. 21 lbs. In February 
at Perth, where Lee Leachman was the 
judge, the British record price for any 
breed of 17,000 gns. was established. L. L. 
O’Bryan, of Mukwonago, Wisconsin, paid 
16,000 gns. for the champion. 


Export Trade 

Just as the home market is healthy, so is 
the export trade. Last year 257 Export 
Certificates were issued, whilst this year 
the figure will be in the region of 460. 

Once again, final figures are not avail- 
able but, at the time of writing, Germany 
has imported 181, followed by the United 
States with 155. Other cattle have gone to 
Argentina, New Zealand, Canada, Spain, 
Kenya, Uruguay, Australia, South Africa, 
Denmark, Jamaica, Portugal and S. W. 
Africa. Hungary had made some purchases 
before the tragic happenings in that coun- 
try, but time will tell if they can be sent 
out. * 

Perth 

Many breeders from overseas tell us, 
when they visit the home of the breed, of 
the progress made by Aberdeen-Angus in 
their countries, of how their cattle thrive, 
and of the demand for the quality of the 
Angus carcase. But they are amazed at the 
simple rations on which our herdsmen fatten 
their charges—“Puckle strae, two-three 
neeps, and a bitie barley” (small helping of 
straw—oat straw—two to three turnips, and 
some barley). They remark that there must 
be something in the native countryside, per- 
haps in the soil, perhaps in the feed, or 
perhaps even in the climate. They tell us 
that to keep at the top in their own coun- 
tries, they must, every few generations, 
come back to the o!d country to get a re- 
infusion of blood. 

Perhaps this is the reason why “Perth’— 
the great sale in February—has such an 
international atmosphere. Around the ring, 
are people from every corner of the globe; 
some have come hundreds, many thousands 
of miles to the Mecca of the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed. There is a tense atmosphere. 
A buzz of conversation as so-and-so is seen 
to have made his purchase, and then a hush. 
The auctioneer is passing them through at 
50—60 beasts an hour and yet the time 
seems to drag. All are waiting... the cham- 
pions are to be sold soon. And then the 
triumphant bull, the winner of the supreme 
award, enters the ring. There is not a 
spare inch for any more spectators. Hun- 
dreds pack the ring and more crowd out- 
side listening to the loudspeakers. “Who 
will give me 10,000 gns. to make a start?” 
asks the auctioneer. Bids of 1,000 replace 
the tens and hundreds of the early morning. 
The final duel begins. Everyone is standing 
up, straining to see everything. And then, 
triumphantly, the winner acknowledges the 
respect of the crowd. Poorer in pocket, 
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but richer in the knowledge that he has got 
a bull which will do so much for his herd. 

Outside the weather is cold, snow is on 
the ground, but for the breeder from over- 
seas all is forgotten in the unforgettable 
atmosphere of “Perth”. He knows that he 
has reached the home of the Aberdeen- 
Angus.

may be paying for each year. Go over the 
advertising budget and sale expense sheet 
and you will find some items that could be 
eliminated. No one will have to point out 
where you spent money that resulted in no 
business. Don’t hesitate to ask pertinent 
questions concerning the circulation of the 
magazines that solicit your advertising. 
Their representatives know the circulation 
figures, where it is concentrated and about 
how many are actually cattlemen and pros- 
pective buyers of Aberdeen-Angus. Find out 
exactly how much it costs to reach those 
readers, and not how much per-page it costs 
to carry your advertising. 

This business of selling cattle must get 
back onto the main line, the ordinary cat- 
tleman who makes his living from his herd 
cannot afford to hire all the auctioneers, all 
the sale managers, all the consultants, ad- 
vertise in all the papers, put on free ban- 
quets and pay corkage to have his own 
liquor poured and sell fifty head of cattle 
once a year. It isn’t in the cards, it never 


has been and it never will be.

type had higher feed requirements as calves. 

Prof. Knox called attention to ten years 
of comparing Hereford cattle types carried 
on by his department. In this work, herds 
were set up by selecting cows for compact- 
ness and grade on one hand, and size and 
weight on the other. Records covering this 
work from 1947 to 1951 showed that the 
compact type of cows produced 448 pounds 
of calves per 1,000 pounds of weight and 
the large type produced approximately the 
same poundage of calves on this same basis. 
However, the percentage of cows calving 
yearly was 81.6% for the compact type and 
96.8% for the large type. 

A review of experiments according to the 
speaker, has shown no evidence that com- 
pactness of type improves carcass grade. 
U. S, Department of Agriculture workers, 
for example, report that long-bodied steers 
produce just as desirable carcasses as short- 
bodied steers. 

Prof. Knox asserted that there is still 
much to be learned on this subject. It has 
been learned, however, that breeding for 
short legs and short bodies limits the size 
of cattle, and when carried to the extreme, 
small cattle will result, In addition, it is

The speaker declared that beef may be 
produced more cheaply by rapid growing 
cattle which reach the desired weight at 
younger ages and when less feed is required 
per unit of gain. Such cattle seem to be 
most likely to produce carcasses in demand 
at this time. 

In conclusion, mention was made that 
large type cattle have several distinct ad- 
vantages. Numerous costs of cattle produc- 
tion, for example, are fixed per head regard- 
less of size. These include taxes, veterinary 
charges, bull services and others, Such costs 
become less when they are spread over the 
greater production obtained from large 
cattle.
